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The 38th Parallel

Ix order that we may visualize the 
physical basis for an understandable pre- 
sentation of the significance of the 38th 
parallel, refer to a glabe of the earth. 
Note the distance (arcs) in degrees as 
shown by the horizontal and perpendicu- 
lar lines (parallels of latitude and 
meridians of longitude respectively) be- 
tween the various geographical points of 
cyclic fulfilment as recorded by the vari- 
ous major wars in history. Beginning 
with Korea, thence to the Gobi Desert, 
which is generally conceded to have been 
the cradle of our present (Arian) civil- 
ization, it will be found that this com- 
prises a distance of about 30 degrees. 
From the Gobi Desert to Jerusalem, there 
is an arc of 60 degrees. From there to 
Serbia, the point of origin of World 
War I, is about 10 degrees and from 
there to Spain, about 20 degrees. If we 
then follow this through, to the Mason 
Dixon Line (of Civil War days), we 
cover an arc of about 70 degrees and 
from there on to Korea, another 150 
degrees. Finally, allowing about 20 de- 
grees for the width of Spain, we find 
that we have covered the total 360 de- 
grees of the circle. 


The consensus of opinion in Occult 
circles is that the present civilization is 
the fourth of seven, which is to com- 
prise the present Cosmic Day, believed 
to total about 100,000 (98 to 103) 
calendar years. Accepting seven as the 
perfect number of the Cosmic Day, seven 
times seven times 2,100 years, the ap- 
proximate time required for the preces- 
sion of the equinox through one Zodiacal 
Sign, reveals a possible origin for the bib- 
lical statement that with the Lord “A 
day is as 1,000 years.” A day and night

make one complete day, hence, if we 
multiply this once more by 7, we arrive 
at a complete Cosmic Cycle of 102,900 
years. Only some 6,000 years are re- 
corded in Biblical history and even the 
most attenuated speculations of arche- 
ology do not take us back farther than 
a possible 11 or 12,000 B.C. Let us say 
at most, 15,000 years from the present 
time. 

Now let us consider the progress of 
man’s evolution and the rise of various 
civilizations each completing a cosmic 
cycle. Note that the geographic points 
marking the locale of each civilization 
are all close to the 38th parallel; likewise 
we find that the center of population in 
the United States is in the southern part 
of the state of Indiana all near the 38th 
parallel. However, the actual birthplace 
of this nation was Philadelphia, Pa., 
which is on the 40th parallel. Four (4) 
is the apex number of 7, the perfect num- 
ber of the present cosmic day, as there 
are three numbers on each side of 4 to 
make 7, which indicates balance. There 
are seven notes in music, the highest 
tone of vibration on the earth plane. 
There are seven days to the week. Con- 
sider also that the earth is the fourth 
planet of evolution, from the Sun out- 
ward: Sun, Mercury, Venus, Earth. The 
Earth is also the fourth plane of evolu- 
tion: presence, law, power, wisdom (in- 
dicating balance), into which we are now 
emerging, in cycles of about 2,000 years 
each, of our present Biblical history. 
Note that at the fulfilment of each cycle 
as indicated by outbreaks as recorded in 
history, mostly by wars, there is a high 
tide of progress following each outbreak. 

The cycle which includes our modern 
civilization had its inception in the ap- 
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proximate longitude and latitude of 
Cheops. These followed a period in 
human history when the race had sunk 
so low as to be quite below the 38th 
parallel. It was here that the Christ be- 
came manifest in the flesh as Jesus, by 
whom the race was inspired to seek and 
claim once more its divine heritage. With 
the culmination of the Egyptian civiliza- 
tion, followed later by the Roman Em- 
pire, mankind had developed a degree 
of arrogance and conceit that had re- 
sulted in stagnation. This manifested as 
extremes of degradation and exaltation 
socially and politically, which reached its 
nadir in the Feudalism of the Middle 
Ages. Jesus, by His example, sought to 
reconcile these two extremes. He grant- 
ed to each social extreme its respective 
place and function in the unfoldment of 
the soul, but by His doctrine of mercy, 
love and brotherhood among men He re- 
vealed the basic harmony existing be- 
tween these two poles of manifestation. 


Destiny of U. S. 


The center of population in the United 
States, i.e. the state of Indiana, is mid- 
way between Greenwich, England and 
the international date line and the United 
States is of course the leading nation on 
earth today in the matter of setting prece- 
dence for future development. This 
unique government is paradoxically 
enough a democracy within a republic, 
This would appear to signify that our 
destiny is to maintain a balance of wis- 
dom as mankind moves to the next high- 
est stage of progress beyond that of 
power, emerging upon the creative plane 
after power has spent its force. It is 
therefore incumbent upon us as Ameri- 
can citizens to be wise as servants and 
at the same time harmless as doves— 
quite an order. 


Each cycle’s fulfilment indicates a 
wider spread of virtue, stimulating in 
mankind a desire to live a fuller life with 
of course proper respect and due con- 
sideration to and for the rights of other 
people by fulfilment of virtue by the 
faithful ones living up to the best that 
is within them. Love or the spirit of 
brotherhood finds its way through the 
gloom and mists of illusion to the con- 
sumation of that mystic marriage of the

self and the not self (Ego and Alter- 
Ego) which will end all strife. 


It may be séen that we are at the 
present time at a point of crisis in the 
evolution of the race and that the United 
States of America, as a nation, carries a 
terrific responsibility in these critical 
times. It is our duty to maintain a bal- 
ance between the positive and negative 
forces in order that the highest destiny 
of the race may be fulfilled. 


Having followed the ebb and flow of 
the tides of history up to the present 
time, we find that Korea is the last spot 
of significance on the globe short of the 
Gobi Desert where the present race is 
said to have had it origin. 


Granting the validity of our basic 
premise it must now be apparent that the 
focus of our destiny is in Asia and that 
Korea is one of the final steps on the 
way to the fulfillment of that destin 
which will complete this particular cycl 
of racial evolution.

Transcript of a Radio Broadcast over 


Station WOR, June 8, 1941 


ANENT RUSSO-JAPANESE PACT 
April 13, 1941 


Members of the staff of Japanese 
Foreign Minister Matsuoka are still 
more or less pop-eyed over the in- 
formality which attended the con- 
ference of Matsuoka with Soviet 
dictator Stalin. 

Usually, during such conferences, 
the conversations are ultra-polite and 
stilted. One leader may hate another 
“cordially, but always he takes special 
care not to indicate that he thinks 
the other is anything but nearly 
perfect. 

Not so during the Matsuoka- 
Stalin conferences, however. The 
Japanese foreign minister took the 
Opportunity to take several sly digs 
at the Soviet dictator and Stalin 
replied in kind. 

One Nipponese colonel on Matsu- 
oka’s staff reveals that Matsuoka 
bluntly told Stalin that the Japanese 
army had been expecting to fight 
Russia some day and had built its 
strength to that purpose. Stalin 
laughed and said that, with the sign- 
ing of the neutrality pact, all that 
was water under the bridge. 

Said Mgtsuoka: 

“Yowll remember, Excellency, 
that the Japanese had little trouble 
in defeating Russia once, in the Rus- 
so-Japanese war, and we were not 
half as strong then as we are now.” 
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“Ah,” replied Stalin, “but Russia 
was under a Czarist regime then. 
Today, things are much different 
with us. We, too, are a lot stronger.” 

Apparently, feeling that he was 
treading on dangerous ground, Sta- 
lin then went on to point out that 
he had been born in Georgia, and 
therefore was an Asiatic. Placing 
his hand on Matsuoka’s shoulder, 
the Soviet dictator said: 

“Tf Russia and Japan will co- 
operate fully, standing side by side, 
all European problems will solve 
themselves.” 


This statement, to most listeners, 
meant that Stalin was determined to 
let Hitler do about anything he 
wanted in Eastern Europe, exclud- 
ing of course, a Nazi attempt to 
seize the Ukraine. Stalin, apparently, 
feels that Russias basically an Asia- 
tic nation and should limit her sphere 
of influence to that continent. 


Stalin then turned to the question 
of the United States and the threat 
the United States might make to 
southern expansion of the Japanese 
empire. The Soviet dictator dismissed 
this threat with a shrug and this 
comment: 

“Ves, the United States is build- 
ing a good many warships, but we 
all know that the Americans lack 
the fighting spirit, which we Rus- 
sians and Japanese have in abun- 
dance.” 

Then, the Russian leader said: 


“What we have done in signing 
this treaty will be utterly incompre- 
hensible to Europe and the United 
States—but entirely understandable 
to us Asiatics.’ This and other re- 
marks strengthen the growing im- 
pression that Stalin has decided that 
Russia will expand southward and 
eastward into Asia, to fill out the 
larger sphere of interest which the 
totalitarian dictators have perhaps 
prematurely allocated among them- 
selves, contingent upon military vic- 
tories that are far from won.

NODAL MOVEMENT 


Every earnest student, I believe, 
is distressed to find that while he 
uses the true longitudes of planets 
,in his horoscopic work he has to 
rest content with only the mean or 
fictitious positions of the lunar nodes. 
Yet our astronomers, even those who 
are sympathetic towards astrology, 
are not inclined to do anything to 
remove this glaring absurdity. Even 
supposing, as some of them do, that 
there is no very insistent demand 
for the true positions of the nodes, 
is it not their duty to do everything 
in their power to set the house of 
Astrology in order? Should they not 
occasionally go beyond the material- 
istic law of supply and demand and 
try to create a taste for precision and 
purity of technique among the sin- 
cere students of Astrology? We were 
formerly quite satisfied with putting 
mere degrees on our house cusps and 
yet Mr. Rice took the trouble to 
calculate tables showing degrees and 
minutes of the house cusps. He was 
certainly justified in going a little 
beyond the demands of the average 
student. May I request him now to 
follow the same course in respect 
of the Nodes? Even if he is not 
disposed to include the true nodal 
positions in the American Astrology 
Ephemeris he should at least publish 
the correct: formula for computing 
the true nodes together with an ex- 
amination or two in order to pro- 
mote astrological research. 


I am, of course, aware that Mr. 
Charles Jayne Jr. has already pub- 
lished one such formula and Mr. 
Rice himself has set his seal of ap- 
proval on it. If the solution of the 
problem is really so very simple, as 
Mr. Jayne seems to believe, one has 
only to prepare a permanent table 
of corrections for every degree of 
soli-lunar distance and it would not 
at all be necessary to trouble Mr. 
Rice for the exact formula. But un- 
fortunately the few practical tests 
that I have made go to show that 
either the Jayne method badly needs 
modification or perhaps I have my- 
self not properly understood the 
practical application of the method. 
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I will illustrate my point by means 
of an example. 

Suppose we want to find the true 
longitude of the node for— 
(1) 30th October 1951; 0 Hour G.M.T. 
(2) 31st October 1941; 0 Hour G.M.T. 
(3) 3st October 1941; 15 Hrs. 31 m.

As the Moon is in the second 
quadrant (passing from the first 
quarter to full Moon) the correc- 
tions must be negative according to 
Jayne’s rules. 

We have no independent means 
for verifying the above result. But 
the Nautical Almanac shows that the 


Moon crossed the ecliptic shortly © 


after 0 Hr. on 31st October. 
Longitude Latitude

A little calculation will show that 
at 5 m. 10 s. after 0 hour the Moon’s 
latitude was 0°. 0’. 0” and its longi- 
tude was Pisces 22.3. Hence the true 
north node «at this moment was at 
Virgo 22.3. Compare this with Virgo 
18.26 the longitude of the true node 
arrived at by the Jayne method. Here 
is a discrepancy of 3°37' and one has 
to say that the method has not fared 
well in this test. 

Perhaps this glaring discrepancy 
is due to the fact that we have 
taken the correction to be negative. 
It may be necessary to reverse Mr. 
Jayne’s rules in this respect. If we 
change the negative correction into 
a positive one we get Virgo 21.50* 
as the true longitude of the node. 
This is, no doubt, some improvement 
but still there is a discrepancy of

13’ which is quite a large and un- 
reasonable margin of error. 

Taking all the corrections as posi- 
tive we set out the rectified positions 
as follows—

Now there is another difficulty. The 
longitude of the true node at 0 Hr, 
on 31st October was unquestionably 
Virgo 22.3. Then at 15 Hrs. 31 m. 
the Moon reached the octant point 
and became stdtionary according to 
the Jayne method. Are we to sup- 
pose that the node suddenly jumped 
back 12’ of arc in 15% hours and 
then became stationary? This would 
give 18’ as the diurnal motion of the 
node near its stationary point, which 
is nearly six times its mean motion. 
This is quite contrary to what we 
find in the case of planets. When a 
planet is about to become stationary 
it moves very slowly. Moreover, the 
Stationary position proceeds retro- 
gression and not follows it. 

Another thing to note is that 
planets become stationary when they 
are at a particular distance from the 
Sun. But Mr. Jayne presumes that 
the node becomes stationary shen 
the Moon and not the node itself is 
at a certain distance from the Sun. 

If Mr. Jayne and Mr. Rice still 
think that the method is essentially 
faultless and capable of giving fairly 
accurate results, with only a reason- 
able margin of error, say 3’ of longi- 
tude, then I would request them to 
give us some additional means of 
verifying the results obtained by the 
Jayne method. 

Considering the queer results ob- 
tained from this method I am in- 
clined to think that Mr. Jayne has 
made a wrong approach to the prob- 
lem of nodal movement in taking 
lunar elongation as the basis of his 
formula, ] venture to suggest that 
in all probability the Sun-Node dis- 
tance may hold the key to the solu- 
tion of the problem and the correct 
formula, or rather the main part of 
it, may be somewhat like this— 
True Node — Mean Node + 1° 46’ 

sine (Sun=North Node). 
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Not being an astronomer. or a 
mathematician I must leave the prob- 
lem here in the hands of experts. If 
I succeed in persuading them to 
reconsider the problem more crit- 
ically and give us a satisfactory 
solution my, object will be accom- 
plished.

Permit me to say that I am in accord 
with the view that the true instead of 
the mean longitude of the lunar node 
should be given in ephemerides. To this 
end I have recommended to Mr. Paul 
Clancy that the true longitudes of the 
node appear in all future ephemerides. 

It is true I listed the mean longitudes 
in the 1952 ephemeris but this was be- 
cause Dr. Hugh Rice did so before me. 
Besides I did not know that any astrolo- 
gers in the Western World were inter- 
ested in this matter. 

The true longitudes can be listed with- 
out much trouble and I hope I shall be 
doing this, next time.

PROPAGANDA 


A wide variety of material finds its 
way from the propaganda mills of the 
nation to an editor’s desk. Some of this 
material is strange indeed and all of it 
is confusing. The reason it is su con- 
fusing is because most of it labors such 
elementary problems that it seems in- 
credible that anyone with a modicum of 
common sense could not readily see that 
there really is no problem at all. Shakes- 









peare had a name for it as for much 
else, i.e., “Much Ado About Nothing.” 


For example—from the American 
Institute of Economic Reseach, Great 
Barrington, Mass., we received a docu- 
ment bearing the arresting title, “How 
Would You Avoid Financial Tangles ?” 

That’s easy ! Return to the gold stard- 
ard. I am assuining of course that the 
American Institute of Economic Re- 
search, as it’s name implies, is concerned 
with the prevailing Financial Tangle on 
the national scale. 

If the question has a more personal 
emphasis then of course the above answer 
is to say the least rather irrelevant. How- 
ever in a personal sense the answer is 
equally simple and is probably best 
summed up in a bit of doggerel I learned 
during my boyhood on the farm. 

Spend less than what you earn 
is very well. 

Spend more than what you earn 
makes life a—well— 

To say the least it is annoying. 





Here is another. This really is some- 
thing! An imposing letterhead announc- 
ing its source as the National Council 
against Conscription, Washington, D.C., 
and down the side of the page the entire 
length of the letter is.a list of sponsors. 
Haven’t read them all and know only a 
few, such as for instance that great 
genius of the abstract, Albert Einstein, 
but it would seem that almost everybody 
who is anybody is on that list of sponsors 
(wonder if they all know it?). 

Of course, anyone with a normally 
humane outlook on life is against con- 
scription in principle and deplores any 
necessity there may be for enforced mili- 
tary training and service, but—have we 
any choice in the matter in view of the 
international situation now prevailing? 

There are persons (no doubt well 
meaning, in many cases) who in the face 
of overwhelming evidence to the con- 
trary still contend that Soviet Russia has 
no aggressive intentions. However, in the 
absence of any evidence of good Faith 
on the part of the Kremlin, we cannot 
(on the record) accept their protesta- 
tions of peaceful intentions as anything 
more than political propaganda or, as 
Mr. Truman might say, “eye-wash.” 

During the recent Disarmament Con- 
ference we had occasion to express a few 
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thoughts on this matter of “good Faith” 
in international negotiations in general 
and United Nations conferences in par- 
ticular. This would seem to be a good 


time to make those ideas public. 


Dec. 21, 1951 


Reports in the press and radio 
of the Disarmament Conference of 
the U.N. in Paris lead to the con- 
clusion that to date (December 21st) 
the delegates are getting “nowhere” 
—just not anywhere at all. The con- 
ference has so far patently developed 
into a merry-go-round of endless 
debate—charges and countercharges, 
with not the slightest prospect of 
a decision unless, or until, the dele- 
gates ultimately arrive at the in- 
evitable and wholly negative decision 
to adjourn the conference pending 
further clarification of basic issues 
by events.* Even Vyshinsky makes 
no effort to conceal his ineffable bore- 
dom with the whole silly business 
and has lately permitted his sense 
of humor to break the monotony 
with sarcastic comments and twinkl- 
ing wisecracks that are apparently so 
justified by the general air of futility 
that even his opponents feel impelled 
to join in the general merriment. 
All this may be very entertaining 
but this is no laughing matter; in 
view of the seriousness of the sub- 
ject under discussion we cannot con- 
sider such levity in the best of taste. 
However, good manners have never 
been a characteristic of a Soviet 
Delegation to anything anywhere at 
any time. By the tenets of com- 
munism common courtesy is classi- 
fied with religion and all other forms 
of human decency as a confession 
of weakness and further evidence 
of the decadence of the capitalistic 
social structure. 

The Soviet delegate has in this 
instance ample reason to feel rather 
lighthearted and prone to indulge in 
some kidding of the Assembly when 
it is so obvious that he has already 
won the debate—won it in fact be- 
fore it started. He apparently went 
there with full knowledge of the fact

that no agreement could be reached 
without broad concessions on the 
part of his government and his job 
was to see to it that no such con- 
cessions were made and that there- 
fore no agreement on disarmament 
could or would be reached. He has 
accomplished that “whereunto he 
was sent,” which was by no means 
a difficult assignment. 

If the United Nations is really 
interested in World Peace without 
loss of national integrity to any of 
its member nations, we would sug- 
gest a rather elementary mode of 
procedure. Admittedly this would 
call for courage (in this era of ap- 
peasement), but it would be effective. 
It would have the effect of calling 
the “hand” of our opponents deci- 
sively and for the record also with- 
out danger of war, or any reasonable 
provocation to open hostilities of any 
kind. 

We suggest that the Govern- 
ment of the United States of Amer- 
ica take the lead in a demand for 
a New Deal in this game of Inter- 
national Poker and tentatively but 
immediately and completely with- 
draw from the United Nations 
and announce that, as a prerequisite 
for any further participation on the 
part of the U.S. government in U.N. 
debates or discussions, the U.S.S.R. 
must first and forthwith provide 
adequate guarantees of good faith. 
Furthermore we would state un- 
equivocally that the only acceptable 
guarantee would be a willingness on 
the part of the U.S.S.R. to provide 
an alternate meeting place for the 
U.N. Assembly on Soviet territory 
either in Moscow or Petrograd or 
some other equally suitable and con- 
vienient locality within the bounda- 
ries of Russia proper, and at the 
discretion of the U.N. General As- 
sembly. 

The United Nations would meet 
in such a designated locality within 
the Soviet Union, and on such occa- 
sions the visiting delegates from the 
various member nations must of 
course be granted the same freedom 
of action and of movement that they 
are now allowed within the territory 
of the United States of America.

During the early months of 1935 we 
found time to provide our subscribers 
with a little extra service in the form of a 
semi-monthly letter giving up-to-the min- 
ute analyses of current events and cor- 





rellative aspects. 

The first of these letters was recently 
brought to our attention as having ac- 
quired additional significance with the 
lapse of time. 

For the convenience of those interested 
in a study of the record we are herewith 
reprinting excerpts from our letter of 
December 3lst, 1934—the first of the 
series. 


December 31, 1934 


Dear Friend:- 

Here we are at the threshold of 
a New Year—1935. As this is being 
written the clock is striking 12 mid- 
night and from down under my win- 
dow in Times Square it sounds as 
tho all Bedlam were let loose— 
horns blowing, bells ringing, 
whistles screeching—what a din—the 
very air is charged with excitement, 
@ queer psychic stimulus in the at- 
mosphere moves people to cut loose 
at a time like this—and for no par- 
ticular reason apparently. However 








it is the “unreasonable” things that 
people do that are, as a rule, most 
significant and one is constrained to 
meditate on the probable significance 
of this moment—surely a very im- 
portant moment in Human Affairs. 
Since every one seems to think the 
Birth of a New Year at midnight 
December 31st is important, then it 
must be important—that is what 
makes everything important, is it 
not?—Human Consciousness. ’ 

Of course at midnight, of any day, 
the Sun is always on the Fourth 
cusp and at any given time of the 
year at the same hour practically 
the same degree will be rising re- 
gardless of what year, but otherwise 
the planetary pattern varies widely 
from year to year and is never twice 
the same. A chart erected for mid- 
night December 31, 1934 places 
Mars on the Ascendant—approach- 
ing within two degrees and square 
to the Sun and Mercury on the cusp 
of the Fourth House. This is quite 


similar to the Lunation (Eclipse) 
chart of January 6th. 

Anywhere we find Mars in a horo- 
scope, there we can look for trouble, 
and danger. Here we find it in that 
department which governs the gen- 
eral public—the masses—Public ac- 
tivity and Public safety. This prom- 
ises, if anything, a busy year, much 
danger, great loss of life thru acci- 
dents, war and violence of an un- 
usual. sort; earthquakes and storms 
will take a heavy toll—in life and 
property. By the rules of Geo- 
graphic Astrology this could be ex- 
pected to strike directly at the West 
Coast of America and Japan. U. S. 
and Japan are all set for the 
greatest Armament Race in His- 
tory and War between these two 
nations is as certain as sunrise, 
However — not yet. 1935 may 
bring a “War Scare” but not the 
real conflict—that is about seven 
years ahead of us. 

At this point we might mention 
that Saturn in Pisces approaching 
an opposition to Neptune in March 
1936%*—indicates that early this year 
(1935) a vast International con- 
Spiracy may get underway with 
Neptune and Saturn—Democracy 
and Autocracy—the two extremes 
playing partners. This points defi- 
nitely to a compromise or an alliance 
between Russia (Neptune—Commu- 
nism) and let us say England as 
typically Saturnine m Policy and 
tradition or even Italy which has of 
late years under the discipline of 
Mussolini become more Saturnine 
than even England—anything that 
is crystallized or that tends to crys- 
tallization—fixation or dictatorship 
is Saturnine.** Incidentally Stalin 
with his (moon-conjunction-Sat- 
urn) policies is likely to\ find him- 
self treading quicksand during the 
next couple of years and is in great 
danger of being overthrown and the 
original (Neptunian) Communistic 
idea that was buried with Lenin 
may again be resurrected in the per- 
son of a new Leader.***

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To briefly summarize the other 
events now occupying top space in 
the news—A.K.C. Chart for the 
Saar Plebiscite—January 16, 1935, 
gives us Mars on the cusp of the 
Fourth House, which department 
rules (among other things) the party 
in opposition to the party in Power. 
In this case, since France is now 
in the Saar, Mars (the Fourth 
House) refers to Germany. 

Also on the Seventh Cusp, we 
find Mercury and Venus in conjunc- 
tion. The Seventh House in any 
contest always indicates the outsider 
—challenger, etc. (in a Court of 
Law the Plaintiff) and this case is 
also indicative of Germany as the 
Challenger of France the Defendant. 
And as these two departments (both 
indicative of Germany) are con- 
nected by a trine from Mars to Mer- 
cury and Venus, our only conclusion 
must be that Germany should win a 
sweeping victory. It may be added 
that the Sun (Ruler of the First— 
France) receives a square from 
Uranus in the 10th department gov- 
erning the Party in Power—France. 
There certainly should not be any 
doubt about the result of this election. 

Finally Saturn—cusp of the Eighth 
House — governing collections, 
financial settlements, payments, etc., 
sextile Uranus and trine Moon in- 
dicates payment in full according to 
the terms of the contract but never- 
theless a very good bargain from the 
point of view of Germany. 

Bruno Hauptmann goes on trial 
in Flemington, N. J., 10 a.m. Jan- 
uary 2, 1935. At this time the 
Astrological evidence points to 
the conviction of Hauptmann within 
30 days from the opening of the 
trial. We may later find some modi- 
fying factors but so far the Astro- 
logical evidence is relatively conclu- 
sive. However, it must be added that 
a first degree murder conviction is 
one thing—making it stick and ex- 
ecuting the sentence is another, Jup- 
iter in Hauptmann’s chart is so 


placed as to offer powerful assistance ,

In a Horary chart for 10 a.m. 
January 2nd, the prisoner (Haupt- 
mann) is indicated by the twelfth 
House and its ruler—Saturn. We 
find Saturn on the Ascendant square 
Jupiter (Ruler of the 10th—the 
court) in the 9th which may indicate 
the verdict—“guilty”. Mercury |Ruler 
of the Fourth (the jury) conjunc- 
tion the Sun (Ruler of the Seventh 
—the State) square Mars cusp of 
the 8th—it certainly looks hopeless. 
Venus ruler of the 8th on the cusp of 
the 12th (Hauptmann) offers some 
protection but—it is squared by 
Uranus (Ruler of the Ascendant— 
Public Opinion) in the second and 
Mars Ruler of the Second on the 
cusp of the 8th square Sun and Mer- 
cury — everyone of those «aspects 
packs a K.O. for Hauptmann. 

In conclusion we leave you with 
this thought. Tho many things are 
highly improbable, nothing is im- 
possible. “What you dare to dream 
of—dare to do.”

Fixed Signs 

In every case, with the exceptions of 
Fillmore and Coolidge, the presidents 
have one of the three planets (Sun, 
Moon or Mars) in a fixed sign. In 4 
instances, Garfield, Harding, Hoover 
and Truman, all three planets are in 
fixed signs. In the chart of the Declara- 
tion the only planet in a fixed sign is 
the Moon, but the Nadir and the Mid- 


‘ Heaven both have fixed signs on their 


cusps. From this it would seem that the 
president supplies what would otherwise 
be a lack in our national life. He acts as 
a balance wheel to what might be our 
tendency to rush into headlong action 
(the Cardinal signs), or to shilly-shally 
forever without taking a stand (the 
Mutable signs). 

It has been said that the best of our 
presidents have not only led, but also 
followed the people. They have often 
held back until the majority opinion has 
gotten way ahead of them. They have 
also stood firm on certain basic principles 
and not been changed by changing winds. 
This ability to have patience, to move 
slowly and then to stand by what is done 
is among the finest of the fixed sign 
qualities. 

Breaking down these planetary sign 
positions further, we find that Mars is 
placed in Leo 10 times (the president’s 
energy and moral courage right in the 
foundational house of our national life), 
and in Scorpio 6 times. The Moon is 
placed in Scorpio 5 times and in Taurus, 
Aquarius and Pisces 4 times each. There 
are 45 planets in fixed signs, 30 in car- 


‘ dinal and 21 in mutable.

In the Declaration chart there are no 
fire sign planets and only one fire sign 
(the Fourth House Leo) on the angles. 
The North Node is also placed in Leo. 
We do not seem to feel the lack of the 
ardor and enthusiasm that the fire ele- 
ment contributes in our national life, 
however. Of the three presidential plan- 
ets (Sun, Moon and Mars) 27 are found 
in fire signs, 27 in water signs, 25 in 
earth signs and 17 in air signs® This is 
a fairly even balance. 

If we sum all this up, we find that the 
following astrological qualifications are 
to be found in the horoscopes of our 
presidents. Aspects: (1) Neptune to 
Pluto; (2) Mercury to Pluto or Nep- 
tune; (3) Mars to Moon or Neptune; 
(4) Sun to Saturn. (5) Many conjunc- 
tions between planets in the presidential 
maps and the United States horoscope, 
and at least one presidential planet in 
conjunction with an angle in the coun- 
try’s chart. (6) The Sun, Moon or Mars 
in a fixed sign, with Mars in Leo the 
most favored. 

If we rate the presidents by the lack 
of any of the above qualifications we 
find the following: Coolidge lacks 3 (no 
Neptune-Pluto aspect—no planetary con- 
junction with a United States angle— 
Sun, Moon and Mars all in Cancer); 
J. Q. Adams lacks 3 (no Moon-Mars or 
Mars-Neptune aspect—no Sun-Saturn 
aspect—no Mercury-Neptune or Mer- 
cury-Pluto aspect) ; Harding lacks 2 (no 
Neptune-Pluto aspect—no planetary con- 
junction with a United States angle); 
B. Harrison lacks 2 (no Mercury-Nep-, 
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tune or Mercury-Pluto aspect—no Sun- 
Saturn aspect). The following lack ofe 
apiece: Taft, Van Buren, Tyler, Grant, 
Cleveland, Adams, Polk, Fillmore, and 
Hayes. 

We see that Coolidge and J. Q. Adams 
have the only horoscopes that diverge 
appreciably from the ,common pattern, 
and next in line of departure are B. 
Harrison and Harding. Eighteen out of 
31 presidents fulfill every qualification. 
In all cases where there is any divergence 
from the norm, the president can be 
rated as among our less gifted first ex- 
ecutives. 

We have discussed thus far those 
qualifications that are minimum for the 
presidency; they do not indicate whether 
the individual president will be mediocre 
or above average. To understand that it 
is necessary to study each horoscope in 
detail, for its own qualifications, and its 
specific tie-in with the chart of the Dec- 
laration. There is one criterion, how- 
ever, which seems to indicate stature in 
the fulfillment of office, that may be ap- 
plied to any one of the horoscopes. In 
our country’s chart three of the presi- 
dential planets—the Moon (the Sun- 
sign ruler), Mars and Saturn—together 
form a grand trine in Air signs. This 
grand Air sign trine is repeated in the 
chart of the Constitution, with Neptune 
at 16 Libra, Pluto at 17 and Saturn at 
23 Aquarius and Jupiter at 25 Gemini. 
It is repeated again in the horoscope of 
George Washington with the Sun-sign 
ruler, Neptune, at 14 Gemini, Jupiter at 
8 Libra and Mercury at 6 Aquarius. 


A Grand Trine 

At least one standard for possible 
presidential greatness would seem to be 
the Sun-sign ruler in grand trine with 
two other planets, preferably in air 
signs. Washington’s is the only chart that 
fulfills these conditions. Next comes 
Jefferson (the Author of the Declara- 
tion) with the Sun-sign ruler, Mars, at 
18 Leo in grand trine with the Moon at 
18 Sagittarius and the Sun at 23 Aries. 
This is a grand trine in fire signs. Next 
comes Madison (the Father of the Con- 
stitution) with the Sun-sign ruler, Nep- 
tune, at 27 Cancer trine the Sun at 26 
Pisces and the Moon at 22 Scorpio. Next 
comes Jackson with the Sun-sign ruler, 
Neptune, at 3 Virgo in grand trine with 


Pluto at 12 Capricorn and Uranus at 
27 Aries. Next comes W. H. Harrison 
with the Sun-sign ruler, Uranus, at 20 
Taurus in grand trine with Venus and 
Pluto both at 22 Capricorn and Mercury 
at 28 Capricorn, and Neptune at 17 and 
the Moon at 22 Virgo. This is a grand 
trine with 5*planets involved. (Harrison 
was the oldest of our presidents—68 
when he took office. He died a month 
later, and he was the first president to 
die in office. One wonders what place he 
would have had in our history had he 
lived. His chart is interesting on several 
other counts and will be discussed later.) 
Chester Arthur has the Sun-sign ruler, 
Venus, at 22 Virgo in grand trine with 
Neptune at 20 Capricorn and the Moon 
at 26 Taurus. 


Monroe, Fillmore, Lincoln, Grant, and 
F. D. Roosevelt all have a variation of 
the grand trine pattern. In Monroe’s 
case the Sun-sign ruler, Venus, is placed 
at 0 Aries in double trine to Mars and 
Neptune both at 12 Leo. In Fillmore’s 
case the Sun-sign ruler, Saturn, is placed 
at 8 Leo trine Venus at 0 and Mars at 
8 Sagittarius. (Fillmore lacks one of the 
presidential qualifications: he has neither 
Sun, Moon nor Mars in a fixed sign.) 
In Lincoln’s case Uranus, the Sun-sign 
ruler, is placed at 9 Scorpio in double 
trine with Mercury at 10 and Pluto at 
13 Pisces. (There are two other trines 
in this chart: Mars to Sun, and Venus 
to a conjunction of Saturn and Nep- 
tune.) In Grant’s chart the Sun-sign 
ruler, Venus, is placed at 22 Pisces in 
conjunction with Pluto at 0 Aries and 
trine the Moon at 26 Cancer. (In this 
chart there are no planetary contacts with 
any angles in the U. S. chart). In Roose- 
vetl’s case the Sun-sign ruler Uranus, is 
placed at 18 Virgo in quadruple trine to 
Saturn at 11, Neptune at 14, Jupiter at 
17 and Pluto at 27 Taurus. 

In all the following cases the Sun-sign 
ruler is involved in a trine with another 
planet: Adams—Pluto in Libra trine 
Neptune in Gemini (Air signs) ; Tyler— 
Mars in Leo trine Sun in Aries; Mc- 
Kinley—Uranus in Pisces trine Mars in 
Scorpio; Wilson—Saturn in Cancer trine 
Neptune in Pisces; Truman—Venus in 
Cancer trine Moon in Scorpio. No other 
president has a trine aspect between his

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An Astrological 


Hypothesis

Ox the night of July 9, 1951, I went 
to bed about midnight. I had had a very 
busy day, and a very good one business- 
wise. To rest my nerves before going to 
sleep, I picked up American Astrology. 
I had not looked at it since reading the 
month’s news forecast on the day I 
bought it. As this day appeared to be a 


. lucky one for me, I turned to the aspects 


page to see what the aspects were for 
that day. I was taken back by the cryptic 
symbols showing Sun square Neptune. I 
had half expected to find at least a Jup- 
iter trine to something. I actually said 
aloud to myself, perhaps slightly intoxi- 
cated by the day’s success, “This is a 
big laugh on Astrology.” It was perhaps 
a good thing I had not laughed at Nep- 
tune himself, or things might have turned 
out a lot worse than they did. If Nep- 
tune insists on anything, it must be his 
dignity. 

Reviewing the day’s activities, I re- 
called that while most of my work was 
routine, that is—continuing things which 
had been started sometime before—I had 
started two matters on that day. So that 
the reader may appreciate the develop- 
ment of these matters, I had best en- 
lighten him in regard to the nature of 
my business. 

My regular advertisement in our com- 
munity newspaper reads: “Radio-sound 
service. Record players modernized. Cus- 
tom installations.” I do not pose as a 
genius in this work, but my customers 
come to me regularly and recommend me 
to-others. I have an excellent following 
in the high income bracket. And I spe- 
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cialize in “custom” work, jobs requiring 
something besides restoring to operation 
sets that fail. People contact me usually 
by telephone for appointments. Small jobs 
take about 24 hours, while larger jobs 
a few days. 

To clear up any questions, had I known 
about the aspect in force that day, I 
would have acted in all respects as I did 
without being aware of it. Indeedscir- 
cumstances from my early days often 
forced me to tempt Providence, as long 
as I did it carefully. My interest in 
Astrology is mild, in fact I am not 
interested so much in it as in the reasons 
why people “go for it.” It appears that 
the single drawback with Astrology is 
inadequacy of statistical data. 

Here chance had thrown my way two 
items, begun the very day when the 
malefic aspect was at its height. Surely, 
if ever a man had an opportunity to test 
the posits of Astrology, I had it right 
there. The reader may wonder concern- 
ing my mental capacity to undertake the 
verification of an hypothesis. Any one can 
who sees that the proposition: C is B 
because C is A, is an inversion; that 
A is B, and would be placed in the upper 
left of the Aristotelian square; that A 
is B here is the universal; that the pos- 
sible non-sequitors are: B is A, B is C, 
and A is C. My dear Watson, this is 
elementary. 

Following the line of reasoning used 
just above, my plain sense told me that 
if an event must show thru its history 
the characteristics of the moment of its 
inception (as Astrology maintains), then 
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two events commenced at such a moment 
must show same characteristics in par- 
allel—be marked by simultaneous ups 
and downs; the quality of reactions must 
be the same; and above everything else, 
the termination of both matters must be 
simultaneous. To this last I began to 
look forward in connection with the two 
matters initiated July ninth. The tabu- 
lated progress will follow presently. 

Theoretically, the two events, call them 
x and y, must develop in identical media 
in order to be free from intrusion by 
extraneous materials which might throw 
out of parallel the progress of x and y. 
Likewise, the nature of x and y must 
be similar; for their dissimilarity will 
necessarily affect their logical develop- 
ment. How the non-sequitor conclusions 
would apply here can be illustrated thus: 
you cannot mate a rooster and a cow 
and then assert Astrology doesn’t work 
because the offspring do not appear simul- 
taneously. My dear Watson, this is not 
so elementary. 

Not a professional astrologer, I epito- 
mize the tenets of Astrology with relation 
to the two matters begun July ninth thus: 
(1) both transactions will be marked 
by confusion, concealment of facts, or 
inability to see them; (2) intrusion of 
uncanny acts, deception or attempts to 
deceive, errors; (3) delays, waste, and 
disappointment; (4) anxiety, loss, and 
if the square is on angles of any party 
to the transaction, some sort of danger; 
(5) pictured as an old man, Neptune 
hints at ancient troubles lying in wait 
for one or both of these transactions, 
depending on how nearly x and y are 
similar in nature. 

The following is a business diary and 
thus is correctly written in the present 
tense. 

July 7, 1951. Saturday, 5:45 P.M. Time 
is Daylight Time, i. U. S. A woman 
telephones inquiry if I can install a 3- 
speed record player in place of old man- 
ual player in their console. I inform her 
I must take measurements to see if such 
an instrument will fit in the console. Ap- 
pointment made for following Monday. 

July 9, 1951. Monday, 9 A.M. I mail 
by parcel post to Allied Radio Corpora- 
tion, Chicago, a carton with 3 speakers 
for repairs. Box wrapper and tag carry 
both forward and return addresses, I had 
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done thus many times: Order for repairs 
and some supplies is typed on supplier’s 
own form, enclosed in their printed en- 
velope, stamped, attached to same pack- 
age. Since our dealings are cash, a bank 
money order is enclosed. Call his trans- 
action x if you will. 

July 9, 1951. 5:10 P.M. I arrive at 
customer’s house as per appointment of 
last Saturday. Measurements and inspec- 
tion show a changer can be installed. The 
customer at once specifies that it be a 
certain make (this under Neptune square 
exact at moment). My job book shows 
only a certain model of that make will 
fit in the available space. At once he 
hurries me for price quote on complete 
conversion. I take time to calculate men- 
tally the time required to saw out orig- 
inal supports without marring fine wood- 
work on de-luxe console. The new board 
to hold the instrument must be installed 
3 inches lower or high changer spindle 
won't allow the top lid to close. At 5:45 I 
quote my price. The customer at once 
makes a check for 50% on account. I 
depart at 6 P.M. Call this matter y. The 
customer’s set is a 1938. 

July 10, 1951, 11 A.M. I air-mail my 
order to Allied Radio for one 3-speed 
changer. 

July 11, 1951, hour unknown. My 
order is received in Chicago. 

July 11, 1951, 5:45 P.M. The cus- 
tomer’s wife telephones: “Our machine 
doesn’t work. What did you do to it?” 
“Nothing, madam. I merely took measure- 
ments of the space, and could not pos- 
sibly have damaged your machine.” “It 
played good before you got here. Now it 
doesn’t, so you’ve got to make it play.” 
“Maybe you ordered the new one just in 
time.” “That’s not funny. How long will 
that take?” “Hm, making pattern, tem- 
plate, drilling, marking, planing, fitting, 
testing . . . 3 weeks.” “Too long. We 
want you to get this machine working 
until the new is installed.” (My dear 
Watson, do you note a parallel?) 

July 12, 1951, 9:30 A.M. I call at 
customer’s house to see if I can make 
“the machine” play. The cartridge is 
defective, and obsolete. Trip and time 
wasted. (Waste, trouble?) 

July 12, 1951, time unknown. Invoice 
shows my record changer is shipped 
today from Chicago. Same day! (Dear 
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Watson, really ... ) My trip had a flaw 
to it: what could be wrong with a new 
record changer? 

July 17, 1951. Postmaster Haderlein, 
Chicago, writes me a letter with the tag 
from speakers, carton enclosed. Tag found 
loose in mails, no sign of any parcel 
logically connected with the tag. Some- 
thing askew, and I worry because the 
insurance was way too low, and I used 
it as a formality to insure delivery. 

July 17, 1951, 4:30 P.M. Express 
wagon delivers the record changer or+ 
dered for the conversion job. I happen 
to be in at the moment, and on shaking the 
carton find something rattles. I ask the 
driver to countersign the papers for pos- 
sible claims. That is definitely a parallel 
reaction. 

July 18, 1951. Signed by Jack Mar- 
golis, repair order is given for 3 speakers 
belonging to a “Mr. M. A. Snicten.” The 
holding order (because Snicten’ sent no 
money) is No. 17720; and speakers to 
be held in Bin O. This happens at the 
Allied Radio Corp. in Chicago. 

July 18, 1951. I spend the morning 
tracing the cause of the rattle in the 
record changer mechanism. Picture a 
busy man, with work waiting, being ir- 
ritated by a brand new mechanism! And 
won’t Neptune blind you to the most 
obvious? The motor uses a three-point, 
rubber cushion mounting, of which only 
two are used. The third heavy bolt is 
missing, allowing the assembly to flop 
up and down. The lever has “set” in a 
bent position: trouble ahead—it may not 
run evenly. The thing was approved by 
two inspectors, “D and D.” 

July 19, 1951, 9:30 A.M. I go to the 
customer’s house with a dummy changer 
to make a pattern for mounting board. 

July 19, 1951, 11:30 A.M. On way 
home I stop at the post office, find letter 
from Chicago Post Office about the loose 


tag. 

is 20, 1951. I mail inquiry to Allied 
if my 3 speakers had arrived, mention- 
ing letter from Chicago Post Office. 

July 23, 1951, 9:30 A.M. With mount- 
ing board ready, I go to customer’s house 
to try out the board and the new changer. 
All OK. 

July 23, 1951. My letter is received 
by Allied and stamped. 

July 25, 1951, 11:30 A.M. Installation 
of new record changer completed. I beat ' 
original estimate as to time by one week. 





Test amplifier tubes, make two replace- 
ments. Job left OK, and customer’s wife 
is delighted. I play radio and then records 
for one hour. Then depart. 

July 27, Friday. 9:30 A.M. Customer’s 
wife phones the system is dead, both 
radio and phono. 

July <28, 9 A.M. I go to their house 
with tools, test instruments. There is no 
AC in set. Examination shows external 
incrustation on power transformer: evi- 
dence that it had been overheating for 
some time and forcing out insulating 
compound. I inform the lady of heavy 
leakage in the system. She has no author- 
ity to give me instructions. I leave both 
radio and phono playing. 

July 29, 10 A.M. Sunday. Customer’s 
wife phones the “machine” is dead, and 
her husband said to do a good job. 

July 31, 1951, 9:30 A.M. I arrive at 
customer’s house to check into the sys- 
tem. The overload link is open again. I 
again inform the lady that there is heavy 
leakage. She expresses dissatisfaction, 
implying the system had worked well 
until I began “fixing” it. The bill had 
been large and they don’t want to put 
out any more money. The implication is 
plain: I am expected to repair the entire 
huge combine for original price of install- 
ing the record changer only. I remind 
her that I had warned her husband of 
possible amplifier trouble, and he said 
that we would handle it if and when it 
came. I take entire works to go over with 
the analyzer. I leave behind the new 
record changer and the separate chassis 
housing the separate phono control sys- 
tem with volume, compressor and ex- 
pander controls, plugs, cables. 

Aug. 3, 1951, Friday, 6 P.M. I notify 
owner himself by telephone that the com- 
plete analysis shows: the system had 
never ‘been serviced before, except once 
when the volume control on the radio 
channel was repaired. He confirms my 
statement. I tell him the excessive drain 
of current due to Jeaking condensers has 
ruined the power transformer, that no 
similar item is currently listed in cata- 
logues, that an adaptation has to be made. 
Give the price quote. He exclaims. “Oh, 
brother, I got to think this over.” 

Aug. 4, 1951, 5:30 P.M. Jupiter turns 
retrograde today. Owner phones me to 
proceed with the job. I point out to him 
that with proposed repairs made he still 
would have an old system likély to fail 
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soon. I offer to sell him a new small set, 
give full credit paid for changer, and 
accept his entire works for my labor, to 
take out useful parts and scrap the rest. 
He thinks a moment, then tells me to 
repair the old system, “It’s got wonder- 
ful tone.” 

Aug. 6, 1951, 11 A.M. I mail to Allied 
Radio my order for the parts for this 
job. As I had not heard from them about 
the speakers, I attach a note with par- 
ticulars, asking a reply. 

Though not very clear this could be 
regarded as a parallel incident involving 
both transactions started under the Nep- 
tune square. I consulted with another 
service man in regard to the problem I 
had with the customer’s system. We saw 
the burned out transformer could no 
longer be duplicated from popular cata- 
logues. No used transformer was locally 
obtainable. The only way to save the 
customer’s set was to secure a unit with 
nearest* specs and make appropriate 
changes in the system to make it work. 
This unforeseen trouble affected both me 
and the owner: old, concealed troubles 
cropping up under Neptune stimulation. 

Aug. 9, 1951. Hour unknown. Supplies 
shipped from Chicago. 

Aug. 14, 1951, 4:20 P.M. Full Moon. 
At this hour I call at the post office and 
find my shipment arrived, but is com- 
pletely smashed. The clerks borrowed a 
cardboard box from nearby grocery to 
put my supplies in. 

Aug. 15, A.M. I check the supplies 
against the invoice (which is my order 
made out by me on dealer’s own form). 
Supplies are intact, but one tube is 
damaged. 

Aug. 15, 11 A.M. I send a night letter 
to Allied advising them of the condition 
of the shipment and requesting them to 
rush replacement for the damaged tube. 

Aug. 17 A.M. Owner’s wife telephones 
inquiry if I can return their set by 8/25, 
as her son will be home on leave from 
the Army and she wishes to play records 
for him. I explain I must take my time; 
she begs me to hurry. I promise to see 
what I can do. 

Aug. 22, 1951. Allied Radio Corp. 
writes a letter to a “Mr. M. A. Snicten,” 
my address, advising him the speakers 
arrived and money must be sent before 
repairs begin. Delay? They had been 
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shipped July 9th. The Neptunian con- 
fusion is seen in. wrong spelling. 

Aug. 23, all A.M., I return the re. 
paired system to comply with the lady’s 
request. On my work table assembly 
seemed OK. When assembled in cus- 
tomer’s console, it showed signs of slow 
overheating. I take everything back to 
my work table; the lady can’t play “the 
machine” for her son. This trouble was 
to make me sweat blood because every- 
thing I had done was according to Hoyle. 

The reader notes that there is a close- 
enough parallel affair: the letter to Snic- . 
ten, the system rushed in a hurry with 
a “fluke” in it—all shows elements of 
bewilderment. 

Aug. 24, 1951, Friday A.M. I go to 
the post office, find letter to “Snicten” 
in my box: No Snicten in town, my 
initials, I deal with Allied Radio: clerks 
use logic. The speakers arrived and Snic- 
ten must send money before repairs begin. 
I go to the bank to see if my order of 
July 9th has been cashed. The secretary 
finds it cashed, properly processed on 
Allied’s cancelling machine. He makes 
pencil copy of data, I attach this to the 
letter to Snicten, correct the spelling, 
return the letter to Allied with a notation. 

For all interdepartmental correspon- 
dence with respect to the routing of the 
speakers thru the plant after their ar- 
rival, it seems the customer’s name should 
have been copied from the attached type- 
written order. How typewritten Smollin 
becomes “Snicten” is truly a Neptunian 
mystery. 

Sept. 3, 1951. Sun eclipse. Labor Day. 
Right after the eclipse, after days of 
agonizing search, I find the cause of the 
overheating. The cause is Hoyle! Once 
found, as in all radio-sound troubles, it 
is easily corrected. To explain. In case 
the reader is familiar with circuitry, the 
overheating was stepped by unground- 
ing the filament heater midtap; but 
grounding this tap is Hoyle. — - 

Sept. 2-3, 1951. Owner gets a heart 
attack over the weekend. I am to learn 
about this on my next visit to his home. 
He had been sent home from work pre- 
vious Saturday because he looked hag- 
gard. Neptune square: angles, danger. 

Sept. 5, 1951. Wednesday, 10 A.M. 
Set installed in console, and I spend an 
hour playing it. The man had recovered 
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enough to go back to work, his wife is 
present, the machine works OK, but the 
lady is unhappy. She complains that the 
worry over the unexpected expense with 
the set definitely brought on the heart 
attack. Where will the end be? She in- 
sinuates the set had worked well until I 
began “fixing” it. For my part, my rep- 
utation rests on nothing but my cus- 
tomer’s faith in me. Underhanded prac- 
tices are bound to be discovered, always 
with devastating consequences. I assure 
the lady I will make good every part of 
my service unless I come to the end of 
my wits. I sense their fear raises sus- 
picion, and this I must remove. This was 
in A.M. 

Sept. 5, 1951, 6 P.M. On returning 
home, the owner phones the, “Say, I'll 
take you up on your statement. I don’t 
like this changer, and I want a new one. 
Take care of this please.’ Cautiously I 
inquire for the reason, and he says, “It 
surges.” What’s “surges?” The term is 
used in connection with water. I promise 
to call and look into this, and if it’s 
there, he gets a new changer. 

Sept. 7, 1951, 10 A.M. I go to the 
customer’s house to find out what it is 
that “surges”. I am alert to smell a rat. 
If the trouble is there, somebody must 
have put it in. The owner’s wife is 
tense, ready for attack or retaliation. 
Whistling something about the “old grey 
mare not being what she used to be,” 
I approach the patient. I try to play the 
records, and find that the speed selector 
is difficult to set to desired speed. Not 
exactly “surges”, but bedarn, what else 
could it be called? But a doctor’s touch 
is a well-known fact; the mechanism 
responds to my caress, for I know about 
the missing bolt I had supplied, I know 
its complaints, gradually I coax it to 
“be good.” Then, once set, it plays for 
an hour superbly. But my mind is 
weighted with apprehension: the owner 
got what he did not need. What they 
needed was and still is a standard record 
changer, 78 rpm; they do not have and 
never will have expensive slow speed 
records. The all-speed changers can some- 
times turn out good, sometimes otherwise. 
In this case the oversight of the two 
inspectors may worry the owner as long 
as he keeps the changer. Many reasons 
for this must be my private property. 
Truly, errors of long ago lie in wait for 
an enterprise consumated under a Nep- 
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tune affliction. The changer now plays, 
and the lady is disappointed: “Darn it, 
it’s like a toothache that stops when you 
get to the dentist’s,” she says. Doesn’t 
look like they will get a new job. To put 
an end to any further claims by them 
I point out to the lady that guarantee 
comes from the manufacturer, and I 
cannot return to him a machine like this. 
There is nothing wrong, it plays nor- 
mally. If they don’t like it, I’ll take it 
out, refund the price for it and they can 
obtain a similar model elsewhere to fit 
the board made for it. 

Sept. 7, about 11:10 A.M. On way 
from the customer’s house I stop at the 
post office, find a postal card from Allied 
Radio advising me that speakers were 
received and will be shipped to me as 
soon as ready. 

This can be, regarded as another paral- 
lel incident pertaining to the two trans- 
actions. I was half-sure by now that 
both matters would end about the same 
time. But how soon? I got so apprehen- 
sive that every time the telephone rang 
I expected to hear either the owner or 
his wife putting in a new complaint. 

Sept. 9, A.M. Owner’s wife phones, 
“Sad news. Will you please come over 
and make this machine work right? It 
drives us nuts.’’ Exact words, just like 
that. What is wrong now? “Oh, the hum 
is simply awful.” “Yes’m, I’ll be over. 
But first I, must figure out what causes 
the hum.” 

Sept. 10, 1951, 1:30 P.M. I meet the 
owner at the bank, and he seems trans- 
formed. That “machine” works fine. 
You’ve got to set the speed “on the 
button,” though. But there is “A little 
hum.” Did I suppose I could take care 
of that? I point out to him that hum 
is like an economic depression: 32 causes 
are; listed, sometimes working singly, 
sometimes in combination. I was making 
out a list of things I could do on his 
premises, arranged in order of com. 
plexity. 

Sept. 17, Monday, A.M. Armed with 
a list of hum causes that could be at- 
tended to in his house, I arrive at the 
owner’s residence again with tools, parts, 
testers, and set to work. None of the 
causes listed fits. I vaguely remember 
that sometimes things are not what they 
seem. Must it be hum originating in the 
circuit? I feel the console with my hand. 
It vibrates, I unbolt the speaker, and no 
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more hum. Once more I leave everything 
playing normally. 

Sept. 18, Tuesday, 5 P.M. Owner’s 
wife telephones “the machine” doesn’t 
work. I stood silent with the instrument 
in my hand next to my ear. A power- 
ful feeling went thru me, like a deaden- 
ing serum: a feeling of rebellion, wrath, 
dismay: I could have gnashed my teeth 
out of their sockets. That’s not normal! 
I felt. Something is acting against me to 
try my very soul. But by now the owner 
had paid me about $156. That was just 
for the two contracts : changer and repair. 
I had not charged him for the many 
calls. I was already operating at a loss 
due to the wasted time, gas, car used. 
Under certain conditions he might, or 
could, sue me. Soft answer turneth away 
wrath: “Yes’m, I'll be over tomorrow.” 


Sept. 19, 9:30 A.M. I arrive at the 
owner’s house, and the lady throws the 
door open for me with a broad smile. 
Her husband had told her to tell me 
something she hesitates to say. “It will 
roll off me like water off a duck’s back,” 
I say. “Go ahead and see if I can laugh 
at myself.” “He said to tell you to move 
your bed over here.” I find the radio 
works, phono does not. Open circuit in 
phono input line. I find that the blocking 
condenser in the phono input line, one 
that I had tested back and forth with 
the analyzer and found 100% in every 
respect, was open. To repair the circuit 
took me 20 minutes. On my way home 
in the car I was praying for the speakers 
to arrive, but who knew what might 
happen? 


Sept. 28, 1951. When ordering the 
parts for the above job I included extra 
money to anticipate any rise in prices. A 
refund check of $3.30 was mailed with 
the invoice by Allied Radio. That check 
had been mislaid. This was the first 
chance I had to look for it. I had been 
at this task about an hour when the 
telephone rang. I thought the “machine” 
had been settled for good. There was 
the lady’s familiar voice, and not very 
pleasant this time. “Mr. Smollin, will you 
please make this darn thing work right? 
We are absolutely disgusted.” I gathered 
my tools and dashed off to their house. 
Radio OK. Mush in phono system, The 
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only thing likely to. cause that was the 
separate chassis containing the compres- 
sor, expander, and volume controls in 
the phono system. I took it apart, cleaned 
it, made two replacements. I played it 
once more with the lady present. Taking 
a parting look at the “machine,” I said. 
“If I have to come again. I'll bring an 
axe.” The woman was sympathetic: “We 
feel you deserve a respite. It was never 
fixed, so you inherited all the sins. But 
it’s going to be serviced regularly from 
now on. 

Oct. 1, 1951, 5:45 P.M. Speakers ar- 
rive. Shipped probably September 28th 
when I had my last tussle with the 
“machine.” 


The record of the verification of the 
hypothesis is now completed. After the 
speakers arrived there has been no re- 
activation of either matters. They. ended, 
as they began, about simultaneously. The 
history of the transactions has been 
marked by incidents of the nature that 
supports the tenets of Astrology. I have 
asked myself, in retrospect, how did it 
happen that I was paid at all? Apparently 
there existed certain stellar influences of 
a prospective nature at the time the con- 
tract was entered into. Some of these 
are: transiting Uranus trines many 
planets in my natal chart; transiting Sun 
trines natal Mars; Moon sextiles natal 
Mars; Mars trines natal Mercury (busi- 
ness); Saturn sextiles natal Sun; and 
the squaring Neptune trines natal Nep- 
tune. Whatever they mean to others, they 
are assumptions to me unless and until 
supported by actual verification. 


The customer did not seem to come 
off as well. He suffered a heart attack, 
which his wife claimed was brought on 
by worry about the expense in question. 
He is a poor man, and the luxurious 
radio-phono was given to him by his 
employer because it had, presumably, out- 
lived its period of usefulness. The cus- 
tomer is “stuck” with a combination that 
may fail at any time, permanently. He 
would have been wiser had he accepted 
my offer of a new combination, in which 
case he would have been provided with 
entertainment for about 5 years, worry- 
free.

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Your Seventh House 


— Your Alter Ego 


HERE is one house that receives the 
lion’s share of attention whether or not 
we pay heed to the other houses our 
charts hold. Some people actually do not 
care about their fourth house, as long as 
they do not have to spend too much time 
in the home. Others are not too con- 
cerned about their sixth house, as long 
as they can make a reasonable amount 
of money; their employers can be de- 
scendants of the original Fiend, but they 
are indifferent to this so long as the pay 
checks are forthcoming. Many a man or 
woman with a concentration of third 
house malefics, whose malignancy might 
put them in the way of a Mack truck 
every day in the week, goes along blithe- 
ly jaywalking with impunity. Everyone, 
however, is interested in his seventh 
house, even if he never comes closer to 
the altar than when he is passing the 
church. . . . He wants to know why he 
did, or why he didn’t. 

The seventh house is the house of 
marriage and partnership. It also serves 
as the index of public enemies indicated 
by unfortunate placements in this house. 
We must all reckon with our seventh 
house. It is the point of attraction to the 
opposite sex. It determines the reaction 
of those whom we must contact in busi- 
ness, and it defines our own response to 
the problems inherent in any partnership 
relation. The sign that contains your 
seventh house and the planets found in 
it will give you a working plan on which 
to base your behavior toward the other 
person, and to understand his reaction 
to you, especially in the marital relation- 


ship. 
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Mars in the seventh in Gemini is 
usually involved in two romances at the 
same time. It has one interesting conno- 
tation however, and that is that it is 
often the placement of the priest. Intel- 
lectuality may be diverted to the church. 
This position of Mars does not give 
much real feeling and the romances, if 
any, are likely to be more on an experi- 
mental vein. 

Jupiter in the seventh house in Gemini 
carries with it extreme family concern. 
Gemini is the sign of communication and 
often the marriage is endangered by the 
written or spoken word. Legal affairs may 
not go well, as Jupiter here is in the sign 
opposing its own. 

Saturn in the seventh in Gemini will 
often be found marrying two sisters or 
two brothers, one after another. It will 
give marriage to somewhat exotic peo- 
ple. Saturn here makes the native ner- 
vous and difficult to get along with and 
often he or she marries someone much 
younger in order to hold on to youth. 

Neptune in Gemini in the seventh 
usually brings forth a strange relation- 
ship, and a gambling attitude toward 
marriage. It attracts deceitful partners, 
and the native himself is not above let- 
ting sleeping dogs lie, especially if their 
arousal might cause difficulty. 


Cancer on the Seventh 


Cancer on the seventh house is the 
natural dominion of the Moon, and in 
keeping with this planet’s rulership the 
outlook is dreamy, romantic and peculiar 
as well as maternal. Despite it’s change- 
ability and moody mental processes, Can- 
cer here gives the greatest tenacity in 
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holding the marital partner. There is a 
love of home and children that is not 
surpassed by any other sign with the 
exception of perhaps Leo and Taurus. It 
manifests even when conditions are not 
of the best, and the seventh-house Cancer 
native will endure the most flagrant ill- 
treatment before he or she will allow the 
relationship to be destroyed or dissolved. 
On the negative side, Cancer here pro- 
duces the person who will never let go, 
and who uses a pseudo-maternal relation- 
ship to bind children and husbands. or 
wives to the home base. Cancer here can 
produce the whiner as no other sign can, 
and the ready weeper. The Moon has a 
liquid approach to whatever displeases, 
and in Cancer the waters really flow and 
flow and flow. Praise and constant ap- 
preciation will diminish this river and 
gifts will cause it to cease entirely, in 
case you want to know how to go about 
relieving the downpour of someone who 
has this sign on the seventh. 

Sun in the seventh in Cancer is out of 
its element, belonging by right to the 
fire signs, but it softens the aggressive 
qualities of the seventh-house Sun place- 
ment and makes a charming and sweet 
partner, as well as an equally demon- 
strative native. 

The Moon in the seventh in Cancer is 
in its own sign and produces a most ca- 
pricious nature. One who is never sure 
of the exact state of his or her emotions, 
it is the sign of more than one marriage, 
and not too happy ones either. 

Mercury in Cancer in the seventh is 
not too important in this house. He gives * 
a mate who is fond of foods and their 
preparation, and whose literary inclina- 
tions run. toward cook-books. It is a 
pleasant position, but all too often pro- 
duces a nagger without equal. 

Venus in Cancer in the seventh is a 
rather odd position for this planet. Some- 
times financial insecurity will prevent 
marriage very effectively, but it is a 
social-climbing position, and especially 
since it is a water sign, many partner- 
ships are made on the sea or on long 
journeys. 

Mars in Cancer in the seventh in- 
variably brings a partner who has ideas 
of not allowing the spouse any freedom 
within the home. Unless a great deal of 
forebearance is shown by one partner to

the other, the union is likely to degener- 
ate into a series of quarrels and argu- 
ments. There may be constant struggle 
to maintain a peaceful home atmosphere, 

Jupiter in Cancer in the seventh brings 
fame and social success through marriage 
and usually business partnerships flour- 
ish in connection with this placement, 
especially if the business is connected 
with foods, hotels, or home appliance 
and furniture dealings. All of these will 
prosper under Jupiter here, and the love 
will be exceptionally strong and lasting. 

Saturn in Cancer in the seventh is 
somewhat of an hindrance to mtarriage, 
It usually gives marriage to a younger 
person, rather than an older, especially if 
a woman, so that she may mother the 
partner. 

Uranus in Cancer does not enter into 
our delineation, as these natives will be 
too young to be matrimonially inclined 
for many years hence. 

Neptune in Cancer in the seventh at- 
tracts a partner who has a _ tendency 
toward alcohol, and the native often mar- 
ries to reform the mate. 

Pluto in the seventh in Cancer often 
causes liaisons with those whose past 
lives are a matter for speculation; it is 
wise to be well-informed about the part- 
ner if this planet occupies your seventh. 


Leo on the Seventh 

Leo on the seventh house is leyal and 
intensely idealistic, and as such has the 
hardest task forgiving or condoning real 
or apparent infidelities on the part of his 
mate or business partner. All Leos have 
a profound love for children, and it is 
often this tie that will keep them from 
breaking and altering an otherwise un- 
congenial relationship. For some reason 
there is not too much happiness in this 
position, for it is not inclined to yield 
any authority that he feels rightfully to 
belong to his own sphere of influence. 
These natives spend a great deal on their 
families and are always bestowing gifts, 
which they expect to be received with the 
proper attitudes of admiration and de- 
light. They are inclined to stalk their 
mates like the lion of the jungle, and the 
person who gives in too easily more than 
likely finds himself or herself addressing 
his protestations of love to empty air. 
For this reason it is wise to be just a 
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little wary of natives with this place- 
ment, or if you have it yourself, remem- 
ber that many a beast has gone hunting, 
and been caught! 

The Sun in the seventh in Leo is proud 
and easily offended by even the most 
trifling comment or behavior on the part 
of others. He or she frequently marries 
well but the Sun is not well placed in 
this house, for the fiery nature of Leo 
does not brook opposition of any kind, 
and the ego is usually too individualistic 
to make a great success of the marital 
union. 

The Moon in Leo in the seventh house 
signifies a native who, while having a 
rather indefinite mind in the choice of a 
partner, adds to it the dramatic and emo-: 
tional tendencies to stage a scene at every 
time that things are not going quite to 
his liking. Leo is continually play-acting, 
and sometimes it runs over into his every- 
day life so that even he finds difficulty 
in marking the dividing line between 
what he imagines and what is. 

Mercury in Leo in the seventh gives a 
cheerful and talkative disposition with 
the talent of attracting a dramatic and 
loving partner. 

Venus in the seventh in Leo is a pas- 
sionate and fiery placement and necessi- 
tates strong self-control, or the level of 
the mate chosen may be far beneath that 
of the native. If the heart is always al- 
lowed to choose in preference to the 
head, the result will be some very un- 
fortunate happenings in the marital life. 
This is one of the placements, however, 
whose natives marry for love, and little 
can change them. 

Mars in Leo in the seventh gives sen- 
sual and violent affairs and often very 
secret ones. This is the Mars that,,when 
afflicted, has other loves besides his legal 
one. 

Jupiter in the seventh in Leo is really 
the placement of a rich and satisfying 
marriage, and usually to someone who 
has been known a long time. 

Saturn in Leo in the seventh has the 
parents to reckon with, especially the 
father. It gives more than one union and 
sometimes the possibilities of marriage 
with a mate who is burdened with ill- 
health. 

Neptune in Leo in the seventh is really 
a very precarious position, as it forecasts 
deceit and tragic happenings, for both 
the native and the partner. The marriage 





is motivated by pity and social back- 
ground, and heredity may be at a much 
lower level than the native’s. When fav- 
orable directions aid this position, how- 
ever, the union is more a merging of 
spirit than flesh, and transcends an ordi- 
nary marital relationship. 

Those persons with Uranus in Leo are 
in their late seventies, so we will not 
discuss this planetary configuration at 
this time. 

Virgo on the Seventh 

Virgo on the seventh house is not well 
placed. There is a critical attitude toward 
marriage that usually prevents this Mer- 
cury-ruled sign from realizing happiness 
in the marital relationship. It is the 
natural sign of abstinence and in conse- 
quence does not have any great affection 
to give or demonstrate to the mate. It is 
of course fastidious, and dislikes close 
personal contact ; yet in the right kind of 
marriage, particularly to someone who 
does not demand constant proof of af- 
fection, it is sweetened by a willingness 
to perform all kinds of pleasant duties 
for the mate. It is seldom that Virgo 
will praise his or her partner, seeming 
to think that a word of commendation 
is equal to a gift comprising the Empire 
State Building, and the contents of the 
vaults at Fort Knox. Virgo here does 
not get on with a mate who is even 
moderately untidy. If he or she marries 
and is happy in that state it is because 
the mate is a Virgo or some sign that 
has enough planetary placements in 
Virgo to‘meet the requirements for the 
exactness and rigorous personal conduct 
that this native demands in life. 

The Sun in the seventh in Virgo usual- 
ly gives a personality that forms strange 
attractions to strange people, and who 
reaps sorrow as the result of this ten- 
dency. It is not the placement of an 
early marriage. 

The Moon in the seventh in Virgo is 
the sign, unless considerably restrained, 
of a carping and critical nature and one 
that eventually alienates those for whom 
any affection is felt. He or ‘she cannot 
refrain from picking flaws and as a re- 
sult sooner or later finds himself alone. 

Mercury in Virgo in the seventh when 
not afflicted indicates a sensible and 
rather prosaic partner, not romantic but 
clever and rather staid in behavior. in 
the native’s chart it makes for a good

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The Part of Fortune is placed accord- 
ing to the Moon’s distance from the Sun. 
And you must observe, what rays the 
Moon has to the Sun, for the latter ought 
to have the same, and with the same 
excess or deficiency as the Part of For- 
tune to the horoscope. As the Moon is to 
the Sun, so is Part of Fortune to the 
horoscope ; and as the Sun is to the horo- 
scope, so is the Moon to the Part of 
Fortune; as in the nativity of Charles 
V, the Moon applies to the ultimate 
Sextile of the Sun, but with a deficiency 
of 7° 45’: I subtract the 7° 45’ from 
5° 34’ of Scorpio, the ultimate Sextile 
to the horoscope, and the Part of Fortune 
is placed in 28° 9 of Libra. But the 
partitions of the houses may be made 
by tthe right and oblique ascensions to 
the polar elevations of the houses; first, 
you are to bring back the given hour to 
the degrees of the equator: if the given 
hour be /talic, add these degrees to the 
oblique ascension of the Sun’s opposite 
place, and the sum will be the oblique 
ascension of the horoscope of the figure 
to be erected: if the given hour be astro- 
nomical to the Sun’s right ascension, add 
the degrees to which you have reduced 
the astronomical hours, and the sum will 
be the right ascension of the medium 
coeli: the ascensions of the other houses 
are made by constantly adding 30° for 
the ascensions of every one of them; 


and from the tables of oblique ascen- 
sions, to the elevation of the houses, are 
had the degrees of the Zodiac, to be 
placed in these houses. Finally, directly 
under the horoscope, describe the latitude 
of the planets, the declination, horary 
times, right ascension, &c. Likewise, to 
every house, draw, the Pole’s elevation 
and oblique ascension, which you may 
do by adding 30 degrees to the right 
ascension of the medium coeli; for the 
eleventh, likewise add 30, and you will 
have the oblique ascension of the twelfth, 
and so for the rest. The elevation of 
the Poles of the houses is shewn in the 
proper table, and also in the tables of 
the houses.

CANON Xi 
To convert Hours and Minutes of Time into 
Degrees and Minutes of the Equator; and, 
vice versa, the Degrees and Minutes of the 
Equator into Hours and Minutes. 


This is too obvious to require any ex- 
planation. 


CANON Xil 
On the Circle of Position, or the Pole's 
Elevation of any Planef. 

Under the circle of position, later 
authors are to be understood of the 
nature of that passing through the com- 
mon sections of the horizon and merid- 
ian; and upon such circles they direct 
their moderators, and constitute the in- 
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tervals of the houses. But how frivolous 
and remote from natural truth this opin- 
jon is, may be seen in my Celestial 
Philosophy, where it is largely and plain- 
ly demonstrated; but it is also contrary 
to the doctrine of the Prince of Mathe- 
maticians, PTOLEMY, who has transmitted 
to posterity this universal science, founded 
only on the most sublime principles of 
Philosophy, which, I think, innumerable 
examples fully prove. Those who refuse 
to follow him, doubtless proceed through 
confused ways, which have no claim to 
the least commendation whatever. I de- 
sire no other guides but Ptolemy and 
Reason. I have no idea of circles of posi- 
tion which are directed through the com- 
mon sections of the horizon and meridian, 
but those that are described by the pro- 
portional distances of the stars towards 
the angles; and we may, by means of 
a very easy method, know the Pole’s 
elevation upon the Ptolemaic circle of 
any star whatever. In the first place, let 
the quantity of the house be taken ; which 
the star, whose polar elevation is sought 
for, measures by lustration. This quan- 
tity of the house may be had several 
ways: (1.) The horary conditionary times 
of that star, when doubled, produce the 
quantity of the starry house. (2.) The 
third part of the semi-diurnal are of the 
star, is the measure of the house above 
the earth; of the semi-nocturnal, under 
the earth. (3.) The distance of a star 
from the preceding house, joined with 
the distance of the same star from the 
succedent, taking the distance as men- 
tioned in Canon IX; I say, these dis- 
tances, added together, produce the space 
or quantity of the house. I then let the 
difference of the Péle’s elevation be taken, 
which is between the succedent and pre- 
ceding houses, as before, between which 
the star is found by the table of the poles 
of houses; then let the distance of the 
star be taken, either from the succedent 
or preceding houses, as before mentioned. 
(4.) By the Golden Rule. Quere, If the 
whole quantity of the starry house give 
the polar difference between the succedent 
and preceding houses, what part of the 
difference will the distance of the star 
from either house give? Let the fourth 
number, which is the product, if the 
Pole’s elevation be augmented by the 
house from which the distance of the 
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star is taken, be added to the house’s 
elevation ; if diminished, subtracted ; and 
the remainder or sum will be the polar 
elevation of that star, of which many 
examples follow in the nativity of Fran- - 
cis, the first King of France, Cardinal 
Salvatius, &c. Here we must be cautious, 
because the polar elevations of the houses 
are not increased or diminished uniform- 
ly; that is, for example, to the latitude 
of the country 45°, the polar elevation of 
the eleventh house is increased 18° 50’; 
the twelfth house is augmented 15° near- 
ly, and the horoscope is increased 11°, 
so that you see they have no equal in- 
crease. When a star is about the mean 
distance from the centres of the pre- 
ceding and succeeding houses, if any 
one desire to have a true polar elevation 
of that star, he ought to avoid this in- 
equality; as, suppose the star to be in 
the middle distance from the medium 
coeli to the eleventh, where, by the golden 
rule, the pole increases 9° 25’, which is 
the half of 18° 50’, to which the eleventh 
house is elevated. A star in this case 
hath, in reality, a polar elevation greater 
than this half, and the reason is, because 
the difference of the polar elevation is 
always diminished from the medium coeli 
to the horoscope; and, therefore, in the 
tenth house, the polar elevation has a 
greater augmentation in the first moiety 
than in the latter. The difference of the 
Pole’s of the houses are these, 11, 15, 
and 19: if we divide 11 into.5 and 6, but 
15 into 7 and 8; lastly, 19 into 9 and 10, 
the division will appear very agreeable 
to reason, viz. into 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10, 
which are the difference of the Pole’s 
elevation in the middle of each of the 
houses; wherefore, to the given star 
placed in the middle distance from the 
culmination to the 11th, you will have 
the Pole’s elevation 10. But the caution is 
only to be observed when a star stops 
about the mean distance from the cusps, 
where, first taking the proportional parts, 
by the golden rule, near one degree, as 
mentioned above, should afterwards be 
added or subtracted; but, when it re- 
mains about the cusps of the houses, it 
may be entirely neglected, as it makes 
but little difference. 


CANON Xill . 
The Distances of the Aspects both in the 
Zodiac and World, and the Degrees in them. 
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In the Zodiac the Sextile has 60°, the 
Quintile 72°, the Square 90°, the Trine 
120°, the Sesquiquadrate 135°, the Bi- 
quintile 144°, and the Opposition 180°. 

But because every ray is a circle, 
‘ whose centre is the star projecting the 
ray, excepting the opposition, doubtless 
every ray cuts the whole latitude of the 
Zodiac; wherefore, whenever it happens 
that another star passes through that 
ray’s section, whatever latitude the other 
star may have, it receives the ray, and 
mutually projects the same from that 
section to another star; and not only 
from the point of latitude which this 
star has there, but this manner of re- 
ceiving and projecting the rays happens 
in the daily motion of the stars in the 
directions, progression, and all the mo- 
tions of the stars; and indeed from the 
great difference of latitude of such stars 
as are mutually aspected, there follows 
some difference of the ray’s longitude, 
but of a very few minutes, which may 
be omitted; however, those who wish for 
further investigations, may consult Re- 
giomontanus and Maginus. 

At the medium coeli, the stars have 
their SEXTILE from the cusp of the eighth 
and twelfth houses,

I may say, when their distance beyond 
the Quadrate is the half of the semi- 
nocturnal arc, because both the Sesqui- 
quadrates to the cusp of the ninth house 
fall below the earth.

Draw mentally a line from the Pole Star 
to the left-hand tip of the W and ex- 
tend this line an equal distance from this 
tip of the W southward and you will 
come to Alpheratz. Rather easy. There is 
another way to locate Alpheratz which 
junior astronomers often use but m 

method is easier. This other way is rd 
locate the well-known square of Pegasus. 
Alpheratz is the northeast corner of the 
square, Markab and Scheat, aforemen- 
tioned, form the western side of this 
square. Anciently, Alpheratz formed part 
of the constellation Pegasus, the winged- 
horse, but is now Alpha of Andromeda, 
the chained lady. 

Northeast-ward of Alpheratz stretch 
the other stars of Andromeda: Mirach 
(Beta) in 29° Aries 45’ and Almach 
(Gamma) in 13° Taurus 35’ are equally 
as bright as Alpheratz but more inter- 
esting than all of these is an object which 
only the telescope can do justice to, al- 
though you can spot it with the naked 
eye. This is the Queen Nebula in Andro- 
meda, the most beautiful sight of all to 
the eye of the telescope: a great spiral 
nebula looking like Saturn’s system of 
rings. This nebula is often spoken of as 
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the twin of our own Milky Way galaxy 
of stars. Practically all texts on astrono- 
my have photographs of this galaxy or 
island universe. Its zodiacal longitude is 
now about 27° Aries 11’. 


So much for the stars of Aries, ex- 
cept to note that to minutes of are the 
mean longitude of Alpheratz in 1952 is 
13° Aries 39’, declination 28° North 50’ 
and right ascension 1° 29’. Its motion in 
longitude is about 9’ for ten years. One 
of the virtues of locating Alpheratz (and 
the eastern side of the square of. Pe- 
gasus) is that you will then have a good 
idea where the first degree of right as- 
cension lies. From the declination of 
Alpheratz we note that such delectable 
regions on earth (about latitude 28° 
North 50’) as the lake region of Florida; 
San Antonio, Texas; and abroad: the 
Canary Islands; Delhi, India; the Hima- 
layas and the fairyland lake regions of 
China pass under the rays of the benign 
Alpheratz overhead. 


THE BIG DIPPER [URSA MAJOR) 


Because of the paucity of astrologically 
important stars in Aries we take this 
opportunity of telling about the most im- 
portant constellation of them all. It’s no- 
where near Aries but if I should wait 
for other months in which to tell of it, 
it would have to be crammed in with 
much other information in zodiacal signs 
loaded with important stars. After all, 
why not begin the zodiac with this funda- 
mental discussion, for later, with other 
signs, we shall have to refer to it, time 
and again. 


This, the familiar Big Dipper (or 
Plough, in Europe), is the famed “seven 
stars” of many languages and is to be 
foand on coins, tablets and monuments 
of all ages. Readers of the first few 
paragraphs of Caesar’s Gallic War may 
remember the Latin word for north was 
sinply “The Seven Stars.” They form 
the rump and tail of the constellation 
Ursa Major, the Great Bear. There is 
little resemblance to a bear but in San- 
skrit their designation is Riksha which, 
depending upon what gender is used, 
means either “a Bear” or “a Bright 
Star.” The original was doubtless the 
latter so that the familiar figure was 
simply the seven brightly shining stars

reason for 


and the idea of a bear was more or less 
of an accident. 

The Big Dipper is all-important for 
two most excellent reasons: 

1. Our sun, with its solar system, 
finds itself within a group of. stars all 
of whom are marching through space at 
practically the same speed and in the 
same direction. Our sun does not belong 
to this group but is, of course, pro- 
foundly affected by these stars. This 
group is the Ursa Major group, so-called. 
To tell about the stars in this group will 
take the rest of these monthly articles, 
but we can begin with the stars of the 
Big Dipper and by mentally lopping off 
the two end stars invite your attention 
to the inner five: they are the principal 
sub-group of this group amongst whom 
our sun takes its course. These five keep 
their relative positions for ages. To illus- 
trate, see the sketch of the Big Dipper 
on this or the opposite page. Suppose 
you were back 50,000 years ago and on 
a clear night looked for the Big Dipper— 
what do you supposé a Neanderthal cave- 
dweller saw? The central five were 


grouped just as they are today but the 


end stars, Dubhe and Alkaid, formed 
with the other five a cross: the Northern 
Cross of those times. See the former 
relative position of these two stars indi- 
cated by circles. Similarly if you will 
return here 50,000 years hence you'd see, 
not'a dipper, but an exaggerated steamer 
chair, indicated by triangles for Dubhe 
and Alkaid. In the sketch disregard 
right ascensions and declinations for the 
circle or triangle positions. The right as- 
censions and declinations are the appar- 
ent ones for 1952. 

Dubhe and Alkaid are traveling at 
practically the same speed as our sun 
toward the same position (just as rail- 
road tracks converge to the same point 
on the horizon), as our solar system is 
headed for in the constellation Hercules. 

2. The second excellent reason is re- 
vealed in the Secret Doctrine. The Seven 
Rays which govern the solar system 
(and govern the immortal souls of every- 
one of us) are said to have their origin in 
these seven stars. of the Great Bear. 
Which rays, are related to which stars is 
not stated except in so far as it has 
been hinted from Tibetan sources that 
Dubhe is related to the concrete mental, 
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Merak to the abstract mental. These are 
the two which point to the Pole Star. 
Miss Stratton in her provocative two- 
volume work, The Celestial Ship of the 
North (one of the “sleepers” among as- 
trological works) has considerable to 
say about the Seven Stars. They were 
the first, apparently, in the star worships 
of primeval days. In Egypt particularly, 
great reverence was paid to them. It is 
claimed that the ancient and_ biblical 
name for Egypt (Mizraim) was taken 
from one (Mizar) of the stars of the 
Great Bear. Speculation might be rife 
that the name of one of the principal 
nations of today stems from another of 
the Big Dipper stars—but we are sup- 


posed to have outgrown such things. 

The one thing of great importance to 
astrologers is to collate such information 
as stems from the Big Dipper stars, to 
know the astronomy which informs us 
of what important stars (all over *the 
heavens) are in the Ursa Major group 
and which stars are traveling along with 
our sun. Eventually all this “wraps up 
into one package.” 

The classification of the Big Dipper 
stars, their apparent position in 1952, 
their luminosity as compared with our 
sun (our sun being 1 in the scale) and 
their speed of approach to our solar 
system in miles per second is given in 
this tabulation :

deal of argumentativeness which might 
drive prospective mates away.

Venus in Virgo in the seventh is the 
placement of so many bachelors and 
spinsters, that it might almost be said 
that the person with this position of 
Venus is fated never to wed unless he 
or she radically changes the approach to 
life, especially the romantic life. Some- 
times*the person of this aspect marries 
but to someone whom he feels is not his 
equal and prefers to keep the marriage 
a secret, and this is one placement that 
will marry for money.

EASTER IN APRIL

Ox July 21, 1900 I moved a resolu- 
tion in the House of Lords in favor of 
the summoning of an International Con- 
gress to consider the question (of a fixed 
Easter) and on April 27, 1921 I intro- 
duced a bill to establish a Fixed Easter, 
the date suggested being the second Sun- 
day in April. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, on behalf of the Anglican Church, 
contributed an important speech on both 
of these occasions, and stated that as far 
as the Anglican Church was concerned 
there was no objections on grounds of 
dogma, and the reform would be welcome. 


“The date of Easter varies now as 
much as thirty-five days . . . Christmas 
Day is a fixed date in the Solar Calendar. 
Easter Day is fixed by an attempt to 
reconcile the Solar Year, the Lunar Year 
—complicated by an Ecclesiastical Moon 
—and many other difficulties . . . The at- 
tempt to reconcile the three periods which 
have no common measure—namely, the 
week, the lunar month and the solar year 
with all the complications of the Metonic 
system, the Epact, and the Ecclesiastical 
Moon—cannot succeed, and tauses much 
inconvenience both Ecclesiastical and 
Civil. The moon in the Gregorian system 
... is not the moon of the heavens, but

a fictitious imitation put wrong on pur- 
pose, partly to keep Easter out of the way 
of the Jews’ Passover, partly for the con- 
venience of calculation. All these difficul- 
ties can be surmounted by giving Easter 
its historical place, as was done in the 
case of Christmas Day in the Solar Calen- 
dar, which is now—with few exceptions 
—the calendar of the civilized world... 
A committee was appointed, on which the 
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Pope, the Oecumenical Patriarch, and 
the Archbishop of Canterbury were repre- 
sented, and the conclusions they arrived 
at were favorable to the reform. A ques- 
tionnaire was submitted to the Nations 
composing the League (of Nations) and 
their replies were practically unanimously 
in favor of it . . . Secular opinion has 
been clearly stated at representative 
gatherings for many years past, culminat- 
ing with the (favorable) action taken at 
Geneva ... Mr. Fotheringham has given 
conclusive reasons for considering Friday, 
April 7, A.D. 30 to be the actual date 
of the Crucifixion, and this date has now 
the support of the larger number of 
authorities on New Testament History.” 
(Preface) 

“The Christian Calendar is an annual 
renewal in the hearts and minds of be- 
lievers of the life of Our Lord on earth. 
Its purpose and intention is the com- 
memoration of historic events in proper 
sequence and in due relation, so that the 
whole life of Our Lord may be vividly 
brought before our eyes in the course of 
every year. The basis of the Christian 
Calendar is the true chronology of the 


Sacred Life. 


“The chronology of the Life of Our 


Lord is not a simple matter . . . The 
evidence is partly historical, partly astro- 
nomical, and in part may be called calen- 
drical, since it depends on the relation 
between the solar calendar followed by 
the Romans, the Lunar calendar followed 
by the Jews, and even the day of the 
week—on which some of the most im- 
portant events occurred . . . The calendar 
has the almost sacramental effect of re- 
newing the Incarnation, Passion, and 
Resurrection of Our Lord for every 
generation of Christians .. . 

“The festivals of the Christian Church 
are generally classed as ‘Fixed’ or ‘Mov- 
able .’ The distinction is convenient, but 
not strictly correct. The truth rather is 
. ... that there are two calendars in use: 
the Solar and the Lunar, and every 
festival is ‘fixed’ in one or other of them 
but not in both. The two calendars may 
be compared with the two standards of 
monetary value: gold and silver. Where 
gold is the basis of currency, the price 
of silver necessarily fluctuates; and 
where silver is the basis, the price of 
gold fluctuates. It is the same with calen-

dars. The date of Christmas depends on 
the ‘taxing’ or enrolment under Quirin- 
ius, the Roman Governor of Syria. ... 
So Christmas becomes a ‘Fixed’ Festival 
in the Roman calendar of Julius Caesar, 
which was solar. But the date of Good 
Friday and Easter depends on the Jew- 
ish Passover, and is fixed in the Lunar 
calendar of Moses and his rabbinic in- 
terpreters. And since the Lunar and 
Solar calendars are not uniformly con- 
sistent, (that) which is fixed‘in one is 
necessarily variable in the other. . . . The 
adjustment of the two calendars has 
been the problem of many: minds and 
many ages. . . . The Church has never 
found it easy to formulate a rule de- 
fining Easter Sunday. Evidently Easter 
must preserve its connection with the 
Jewish Passover, which was dependent 
on the ripening of the Palestinian har- 
vest. Apparently, it is the intention of 
the Church that Easter should be kept 
on the Sunday following the Full Moon 
next after the vernal equinox. Astrono- 
mers can now date the equinox to the 
moment of time. But formerly, the best 
that could be done was to assume that 
the equinox would fall on March 21. 
Even under the reformed Gregorian 
Calendar this is far from being always 
the case. .’ (From: The Date of 
Easter, by the Rev. Ross Fotheringham, 
M.A., F.R.A.S., with a preface by the 
Right Honorable Lord Desborough, 
G.C.V.A.) 

This concise little book contains much 
regarding our present calendar, based on 
authentic research going back to the 
dated accounts on the clay tablets of 
Babylon, that is- of interest to scientific 
astrologers. To encourage a reading of 
it is my excuse for. quoting from it at 
such length here. “Behold, I show you 
a mystery!” Astrology . .. squares and 
oppositions; Christianity . . . cross and 
crucifixion; our centuries-old, imperfect 
calendar ; Easter. A study of these things 
stirs. the mind and imagination. “We 
should not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed.” 

VERNAL EQUINOX—March 20th 

Looking first at the Ingress Chart— 
that day in spring when night and day 
are of equal length—for an overall pic- 
ture for the next six months for the 
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United States, we discover Uranus on 
the first house cusp of the 1776 U.S. 
chart, with the Sun and Saturn in the 
tenth and fourth houses respectively— 
all in cardinal signs, These positions in- 
dicate that until September at least the 
affairs of this nation will be in consider- 
able turmoil. Congress, itself unruly and 
at cross purposes, balks the President’s 
objectives at every turn. (Mercury and 
Jupiter in the 11th, squaring Moon in 
the 7th, opposing Neptune, and square 
to Uranus.) Legislation the Congress 
deems of prime interest—regardless of 
the President’s recommendations and 
efforts, and perhaps because of the com- 
ing elections—may be introduced, argued 
and passed. This attitude causes many 
political upsets and surprising develop- 
ments, even before the parties convene 
at Chicago and the candidates are finally 
selected. To venture a surmise as to the 
successful nominees at this date without 
astrological data on the men in the run- 
ning is worse than folly. Horoscopes are 
relative. One may be outstanding by it- 
self, but in comparison with another can 
be completely overshadowed. 

Uranus in the first: the people of this 
nation will evidence a surprising and 
altogether unpredictable response to na- 
tional affairs, and themselves are in no 
mood to conform to edicts contrary to 
their general welfare. Public reaction to 
national affairs will be stirred as it has 
not been since 1932. Increased taxes, the 
rising costs of living—the inflationary 
spiral continuously decreasing the “take- 
home” pay checks of the workers— seri- 
ously roils the people. Many of the 
younger generation—especially the young 
veterans and men now in the armed 
forces—have never been able to lead lives 
according to the constitutional preroga- 
tives of the American government and 
will clamor vociferously for their chance 
to do so. 

Turning now to the lunation figure set 
up for Washington, D. C., March 25, 
1952, to cover the month of April: the 
ascendent is 27° of Leo, in conjunction 
with the fixed star Regulus. This is 
testimony that the United States becomes 
even more powerful in world affairs than 
in the immediate past, and that for the 
next 28 days the emphasis will be more 
on foreign affairs, international politics, 
foreign trade, etc., than on domestic 
problems. This is evidenced by the posi- 


tion of Jupiter and Mercury in the 9th, 
ruling foreign affairs, foreign trade, 
diplomatic relations, imports, exports, 
etc. Heated discussions in Congress over 
tariffs could hold the spotlight. The im- 
portation of Japanese merchandise is al- 
ready causing serious concern to special 
groups of American producers and 
manufacturers, Already some of the fine 
old china and pottery makers have either 
closed down or curtailed their produc- 
tion because of their inability to meet 
this competition. 

With the opposition of Jupiter and 
Mercury in the 9th to Saturn retrograde 
in the 2nd and to Neptune retrograde in 
the 3rd, ocean-going shipping is still 
under the threat of danger from bad 
weather and strange accidents. There 
could be subterranean oceanic upheavals. 
Planes could be lost on tong journeys. 

Negotiations with the Communist Chin- 
ese and North Koreans could be brought 
to a conclusion this month. Testimony for 
this deduction is drawn from the presence 
of Taurus on the midheaven, Jupiter in 
the 9th, and Venus in the 7th (in its own 
house and in its exaltation sign, Pisces) 
forming a trine to Uranus and Mars. 
This heavenly frame holds within itself 
amity and the opportunity to prosper 
peace: If the “war” has continued until 
this time, it could be brought to a con- 
clusion under this aspect. 

The lunation itself falls in the 8th 
house, badly aspected by the square to 
Uranus and the opposition to Saturn. 
This signifies the presence of formidable 
obstacles, obstructions, etc., to the legis- 
lative processes of government. It is an 
aspect unfortunate also for trade, and 
for the peace and harmony between labor 
and capital. Domestic affairs lag; state 
affairs go badly. 

Important individuals in big business 
and in government could pass on this 
month, Congress, as I pointed out from 
the aspects in the Ingress Chart, will not 
work harmoniously with the President. 
Further confirmation of the Ingress as- 
pects is shown by Uranus in the 11th, 
symbolizing the rebelliousness current in 
that body during the month of April. 

It will be difficult to collect interest 
on any monies loaned by this govern- 
ment to other nations. (Lunation in the 
8th.) The people are disgruntled and 
vocal about increasing taxes, and tax col- 
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lections probably were slow right up to 
the March 15th deadline. 

The lunation’s midheaven is on Presi- 
dent Truman’s Sun. He apparently is 
very tired from the strains and pressures 
on all sides and may need to rest. His 
opponents will probably leave no stone 
unturned to discredit him and his poli- 
cies. Pressure will be brought to bear by 
Congress and his advisors to bring the 
Korean situation to some sort of settle- 
ment. 

Weather conditions within the contin- 
ental U. S. will still be unfavorable. An 
early spring and accompanying thaws 
will free tons of frozen water and snow, 
and the rapid runoffs may cause many 
floods throughout the country. They en- 
danger bottom lands, livestock and crops. 
Mars in Scorio, on the cusp of the fourth 
house: MUD. Barthquakes along the 
West Coast—anywhere from Alaska to 
Mexico—are probable. A dangerous per- 
iod for flying and for ocean-going craft. 

Deaths of people prominent in the mo- 
tion picture industry are indicated. There 
could also be a new crop of scandals 
among people in the entertainment world 
and/or films. It would appear that the 
picture industry itself is going to do some 
house-cleaning on its own account. Con- 
siderable activity is going on behind the 
scenes to clean up from within. Picture 
patrons are due for some very beautiful 
technicolor productions and for better 
stories — according to our stars — this 
spring. 

On the West Coast: the very contro- 
versial housing matter in Southern Cal- 
ifornia is to be placed on the ballot. It 
will be hotly campaigned against by the 
realty groups and lobbyists. Government 
interference—behind the scenes—is in- 
dicated (Uranus -in the 12th). The out- 
come may be a very big surprise. 

The country’s religious groups are tak- 
ing far more interest in the political 
affairs of the nation. Religion seems to 
be becoming more genuinely scientific and 
politically-minded (and science more “re- 
ligious), indicated by Saturn and Nep- 
tune conjoined, in opposition to Jupiter 
in the 9th house. 


THE WORLD BEYOND OUR BORDERS 
The progressed chart for the president 
of South Korea, Sigman Rhee, attracts 
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attention because of the aspects to his 
health. It will be of serious concern to 
his people at this time. His nation will 
suffer heavy casualties if this “war” con- 
tinues. 


BRITAIN 

At this writing (1/29/52) the monetary 
crisis foreseen through the past several 
lunations for England appears to have 
at last come out into the open. Winston 
Churchill’s visit—as reported by the press 
—was a model of diplomacy, but it seems 
not to have stemmed the tide of the 
mounting internal pressures. The luna- 
tion for April, for London, falls in the 
6th house, ruling labor and the military, 
Britain is building defenses, but ‘what 
she really wants is not so much to spend 
money building an army as on her press- 
ing internal demands. With the announced 
curtailment of social benefits, labor be- 
comes contentious and strikes are a prob- 
ability. Her manufacturers are striving 
to build up inventories that can be traded 
for American dollars, 


GERMANY 

A resistance movement among the 
common people against the continued oc- 
cupation, and the regimentation of indus- 
try, by the U.N., is growing in Germany. 
This country is most anxious. now to 
reestablish itself as an independent auton- 
omy, and is quietly but surely striving 
against its present fate as a pawn of 
war in the councils of the Western block. 
The Germans apparently have had all 
the war they want .. . for a very long 
time, and desire nothing quite so much 
as to go back to home life and peaceful 
living. 

RUSSIA 

The lunation for Moscow has Mars 
conjoined the ascendant in 18° of Scorpio. 
This presages the deaths of some prom- 
inent individuals—possibly in the Po- 
litburo. With the lunation in the 4th 
house: U.S.S.R.’s collective farm pro- 
gram is meeting with much sullen resis- 
tance. The farmers’ are turning against 
their overlords. It may never make news 
outside the Iron Curtain, but purges still 
continue and still many more political 
prisoners will be executed. The lunation 
in the 4th, squaring Uranus in the 8th, 
opposing Saturn in the 11th, indicates 
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political assassinations and death to many 
of the common people. But in Russia, 
too, the underground grows and it ap- 
pears it has already achieved some meas- 
ure of effectiveness. 

There are so many horoscopes pur- 
porting to be the “right” one for Josef 
Stalin that we hesitate to make any 
astrological judgments about him. 


NEAR EAST 

Basing my judgment this month on the 
lunation chart for Teheran and the An- 
glo-Iranian Oil Company’s, it appears 
that the workers (which, of course, means 
the people) will win their long fight 
against their own government and that 
the oil wells will be reopened, thereby 
restoring employment and improving the 
national economy. The aspects for April 
indicate open rebellion. (Lunation Mer- 
cury and Jupiter in the 4th opposed by 
Saturn-Neptune in the 10th.) A peaceful 
conclusion is to be expected, it would 
seem, as Mercury-Jupiter are conjoined 
to Venus and the Sun of the Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company chart. And Venus 
in the 9th house indicates peaceful nego- 
tiations with the several countries con- 
cerned, Since Venus is trine Mars in 
Scorpio, it would indicate the wells will 
be in operation again. Mars in Scorpio 
indicates drilling and flowing oil. 

Our diplomatic corps. appears to be 
more successful than the British in deal- 
ing with this critical Iranian situation. 
The U. S. 1776 rising sign is on the 
7th house cusp of the Teheran chart. 


EGYPT 

The lunation for Cairo is in the 4th 
house, making an opposition to the Saturn 
of the Egyptian Independence chart of 
March 15, 1922. Venus conjoined Uranus 
in that chart would seem to indicate more 
uprisings among the masses. Very shortly 
this part of the world is going to be 
strategically more important than the 
Korean theatre is at present. The situa- 
tion appears to worsen with the passing 
months, indicated by the aspects to Mars 
in the Ingress chart for March 20th. 
Unless King Farouk has the sound ad- 
vice of impartial statesmen—men who 
have a thorough grasp of world affairs— 
he could be faced with an uprising or 
rebellion that could dethrone him. 

With Venus in the 4th: the Canal takes 
on added impggtance this month; more 


lives could be lost defending cargo ships 
passing through it. Uranus in the 8th: 
death or deaths of personages in govern- 
ment, at the command of the authorities. 
It would appear, despite the happy advent 
of the new Prince and heir, Faud, the 
jubilant Farouk’s throne could topple. 
The government now in power seems to 
turn against him and his policies. Cor- 
ruption exists herey as it does in all gov- 
ernments today, and his advisors are not 
trustworthy. When the independent 
Egyptian state was formed (March 15, 
1922) Neptune was in the 11th house of 
the chart, auguring a continuous under- 
current of intrigue for the new govern- 
ment, The lunation figure indicates the 
present government is honeycombed with 
it. 
INDIA 

For New Dehli, the lunation chart of 
April falls in the 3rd house, with Mer- 
cury and Jupiter rising, and Neptune 
and Saturn in the 9th, indicating that 
India will be faced with clashes on her 
several ‘borders, over differing religious 
ideologies. India is ruled by Capricorn, 
and for the April lunation, Capricorn 
ascends. With Uranus in opposition to 
the ascendant, it appears India herself 
takes a very strong stand against nations 
opposing her over religious differences. 
One of these could be Pakistan, with 
whom she has been feuding almost con- 
tinuously since that nation achieved in- 
dependence. Communistic ideologies are 
also infiltrating India, fertile ground for 
propaganda which makes glowing prom- 
ises for social betterment. Mars in the 
10th, square Pluto in the 8th: many 
deaths resulting from insurrections, re- 
bellions, etc., caused primarily by relig- 
ious rather than political disagreement. It 
is not so much land they are fighting 
for as it is the desire to subject other 
people to their ancient religious forms. 

India makes a desperate effort to ex- 
pand her trade with foreign countries at 
this time. She is not adverse to sending 
goods to Russia, Airplanes flying “The 
Hump” may encounter instrument trouble 
due to magnetic storms over the Him- 
alayas. 


COMMUNIST CHINA 
If the Chinese Republic has not offered 
or accepted a peace settlement by this 
time, they have another opportunity for 
a “cease fire’ this month, with Venus 
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in the first house. This indicates the 
masses want peace. China needs cash and 
supplies desperately in order to carry 
this war any further, With planets in 
Aries in the second house opposing Sat- 
urn and Neptune in the 8th, we have 
the confirmation of the depleted ex- 
chequer. Her reserves are very low—in 
fact, practically exhausted; she cannot 
prosecute this contest much further with- 
out credit and/or money, so a peace 
would seem to be the inevitable alterna- 
tive. If the “war” continues, her casual- 
ties may be very high. Her soldiers are 
diseased. They suffer for lack of proper 
food and clothing. The civilians—not en- 
gaged actively—are suffering from mal- 
nutrition and hunger. They beg for peace: 
Mercury, ruler of the 4th, opposing Nep- 
tune. The very old and the very young 
are the most unfortunate victims: Saturn, 
the old; Moon, the young. Uranus in 
the 5th would indicate that' efforts to 
negotiate foreign loans fail. This aspect 
presages a very high death rate among 
children. This aspect also indicates viol- 
ence against newly born babies. Rather 
than let them live and suffer, and faced 
with another mouth to feed, it appears 
some parents might even resort to des- 
perate extremities. 


MAO TSE TUNG 


The transiting Mars in Scorpio the 
first eight months of 1952 will pass and 
repass Mao’s Uranus and Venus and 
oppose his Jupiter. We believe he, too, 
would like to terminate this “war,” and 
it is our considered judgment, based on 
the approach of those transits, that he 
will before very long throw off the Rus- 
sian yoke. His chart is not that of a 
man who could be dominated too long. 
Mao has planets in all four fixed signs, 
making him set, stubborn and indepen- 
dent, and when Mars transits his Uranus, 
he will no doubt have a major disagree- 
ment with the Russian Politburo. His 
Saturn is in Libra. The coming transit 
of Saturn over its own place in his chart 
will give him all kinds of trouble with 
whatever nation or nations he is dealing 
with during that time. 
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CAPE TOWN, SOUTH AFRICA 

Africa, in the 20th century still the 
mysterious “old, dark continent,” figures 
in current news more prominently with 
each passmg month. Movie makers sud- 
denly became aware of its drawing power 
and have produced several fine pictures 
against its backgrounds lately, and cer- 
tainly the world is going to keep its 
eye focused on affairs in this vicinity for 
months to come. Consideration, therefore, 
of this outpost’s starry affairs may not 
be amiss just now. 

A chart set up for the Union of South 
Africa, which occurred May 31, 1910, 
finds planets in the cardinal signs of 
Aries, Cancer, Capricorn and Libra. This 
month’s new Moon is in opposition to 
the Jupiter of that chart. This would 
seem to indicate that various world syn- 
dicates are planning to spend large sums 
of money investigating the future com- 
mercial possibilities of Africa—especially 
the more fertile southern part. Venus in 
the fourth—exalted in its own sign—con- 
joined to the fixed star Regulus, in- 
dicates more diamond deposits will be 
discovered. French, Italian, Dutch and 
other European diamond merchants could 
be negotiating for this raw production, 
to their great profit. Diamonds are no 
longer valuable for milady’s adornment 
only. They supply a very necessary com- 
ponent in the hands of the precision tool- 
makers. And fine tooling is very necessary 
to the exacting business of creating the 
fantastically precise machinery for twen- 
tieth century production. (Would that 
men, the creators of these incredible 
machines, could be drawn so fine, then 
there might soon be an end of wasteful 
wars. ) 

Throughout the African area, cruelty 
seems uppermost between the overloads 
and those who serve. Racial clashes con- 
tinue to be a serious problem. Few of 
us in the Northern Hemisphere are aware 
of the tremendous expansion taking place 
in such cities as Cape Town and Johan- 
nesburg, or the staggering racial problems 
confronting these municipalities. Africa, 
more than the other continents, will be 
rapidly colonized during the coming 
decade. Vast sums will be spent for 
agricultural experimentation, exploration, 
manufacturing and industry. The United 
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States government has a buying and sell- 
ing office in Johannesburg right now, 
something not generally known. 

The chart for the Union of South 
Africa is coming to life, and the affairs 
of all of Africa during the coming 
months will receive much news coverage ; 
the sinews of trade will reach out ‘and 
draw to itself investments and capital. 
Many tourists—especially women—have 
already been “sold” on African possi- 
bilities and are making investments there. 
A group of women may start a large, 
inter-racial hospital project to encourage 
the training of native women as nurses. 
With Uranus in the 12th, an endeavor 
is going to be made to raise the standards, 
to educate the native groups, in order 
that they may be better equipped to meet 
the challenges of these changing times. 





CANADA 

Taxes ... taxes ... everywhere... 
and Canada feels the pinch, too. The 
aspects for our ggod neighbor to the 
north indicates that there, too, the col- 
lection of taxes is not going to be so 
easy to achieve. If Canada at this time is 
trying to raise monies through either 
private financing or by bond issues for 
the needed St. Lawrence waterway, she 
will meet with opposition. Financing is 
going to be hard to obtain for any but 
things necessary to the present economy, 
The grip of inflation appears also to 
close its ugly hand over Canada’s bound- 
less miles, 


BRAZIL 

The lunation for Rio de Janiero falls 
in the 7th house for April, indicating 
that this nation is making a concerted 
effort to negotiate new trade agreements 
with foreign countries at this time for 
her products. She may not continue to 
receive the high prices for her coffee 
and cotton that she has in the immediate 
past. Brazil is spending money freely for 
the expansion of her railroads, indus- 
tries, reclamation projects, etc. It appears 
her lumber industry is entering into a 
profitable period now. Foreign money is 
attracted—especially that of motion pic- 
ture companies. They will make a number 
of technicolor productions there during 
the next few months. Mars transits the 
Brazilian November 15, 1889 Venus, 
Mercury and Sun, in Scorpio: this is in- 
dicative of an expansion of the arts, the 


movies, and the lively spending of her 
foreign visitors. 

The transit of Pluto is on the Moon 
this month. Possibly some Brazilian ac- 
tress becomes a nominee for the Holly- 
wood spotlight and will be invited to an 
American career. South American music 
will be popular and’ much featured in 
this country during the month. 

President Dutra is coming under a 
very good cycle from 1952 on. Jupiter 
enters his birth sign, Taurus, and one 
of his pet projects—the exportation of 
Brazilian mahogany—will be extensively 
developed, 


ARGENTINA 

Peron is not lying on a bed of roses 
this month. The transiting Mars is ex- 
actly conjoined his natal Uranus. This 
aspect indicates that there is more trouble 
between the military and himself. A def- 
inite uprising is indicated within the 
armed forces against his government: an 
insurrection could get going under this 
planetary position. Peron’s Sun and Mars 
are conjoined in Libra, with the lunation , 
opposing them, and Mercury, Jupiter and 
Saturn are transiting his Sun.

A MOTHER wrote to us last fall seek- 
ing help. for her seven-year-old child, 
who had been a problem since she first 
started to talk. She stated: “My child 
took spells of suddenly clamming up and 
no power on earth could make her say 
a word until she got good and ready. 
She is a little better now but so easily 
goes into pouting moods and NEVER 
can we find out what causes them. If she 
says anything at all it’s ‘I don’t know.’ 
I can’t seem to understand her at all and 
I would like to, desperately, before her 
life is marred by an increasingly bad 
disposition and an inability to get along 
with her fellows.” 

Six _months have passed and in the 
meantime we received letters ‘saying: 
“My little girl shows improvement in 
disposition since she has been examined 
by a doctor and having thyroid medica- 
tion. She still half cries when urged to 
do her share.” 

We note she is now eight years old 
and on her last birthday of September 
24th her natal retrograde Mercury turned 
direct by progression., This indicates a 
change in her nervous system and a less 
confused mental outlook, It is probably 
one reason she is responding to the

treatment so nicely. However, her chart 
indicates that her trouble is a deep seat- 
ed nervousness, more than anything else. 

The mother explained some bad habits 
in her child’s disposition that she feels 
must be corrected before it is too late. 
For instance, the manner in which she 
applies her attention to her studies, and 
her tendency to make herself inconspicu- 
ous at the wrong time. She says: “J. L. 
has an easy talent for music, dancing, 
skating and carries a good tune, but the 
minute lessons get to a point where she 
has to really study she loses interest and 
won't do anything, even though she seem- 
ingly wants to excell. In school she will 
suddenly start to cry when called upon, 
although she has volunteered, and the 
teachers have been beside themselves 
trying to get at the bottom of her ‘shy- 
ness’ or whatever it is.”

A quick glance at this horoscope will 
show her love of music, dancing and 
singing as Libra natives thrive on music 
and are social-minded. To deprive her of 
these pleasures is to sever her life’s 
forces and create indolence. Libra chil- 
dren do not have a strong constitution 
and are easily depressed.

sign is naturally opposed to all wars and 
hatred for strife seems to kill something 
within, just as the approaching winter 
lays bare the green of the summer sea- 
son and all beauty and life are gone. So 
in severe disciplinarian methods this 
child is completely crushed and will lapse 
into a quiet mood that is often taken 
for sullenness. The mortification she feels 
under her teacher’s questioning before 
other students is humiliating and de- 
pressing. She must have encouragement 
and assistance from others, just as a wilt- 
ing and drooping plant needs a few drops 
of water. 

J. L. was born in the fall months 
when the Sun was growing low in heat 
and power. That is why we consider the 
Sun to be weak and and in its fall in 
Libra, for it has been discovered the 
constitution of these natives is not as 
sturdy as those natives born in other 
signs, That is why continuous nagging 
or correcting this child only thwarts her 
ambitions, for she can only feel the 
words and does not retain them in her 
memory. This sign of Libra is symbol- 
ized by the scales because the natives 
have a deep sense of justice and seek 
to balance life’s forces. When they have 
had: an overdose of criticism they often 
become silent and secretive. In J. L.’s

cause she has super sensitive Neptune in 
Libra exactly in conjunction with her 
Sun. In this configuration we find the 
intuition is apt to be more keen than the 
reasoning faculties, and more emotional 
ethan intellectual when she is placed un- 
der stress. Demanding an explanation 
for her conduct only brings confusion, 
for she cannot answer as she has no 
answer, 

The fact that sensitive and psychic 
Neptune is in this position and sign (for 
it is found in the twelfth house, repre- 
senting the subconscious mind) gives an 
unusual nature and personality. She will 
always be a mystery to herself and to 
others unless she does express herself in 
music, art and dancing. She is inclined 
to have an inferiority complex that makes 
it difficult to face the world and the 
strife it entails. 

This is one explanation for this child’s 
evasiveness and tears when she is asked 
to do something. It might be the other’s 
manner or attitude that smothers her, 
rather than the task itself, for Libra peo- 
ple delight in helping others although 
they expect someone to work with them. 
If her mother or teacher would have a 
sensible talk with her alone pointing out 
the seriousness of her action, since it 
causes other people to be sad and suffer 
hurt feelings, she would understand and

We note Saturn, 
4 representing obstruction and limitation, 
1 is in adverse aspect to retrograde Mer- 
cury. This configuration indicates the 
. mind moves slowly under times of stress 
, or effort to think. The effect of this in- 
, fluence is to give fits of depression and 
fear of criticism, also the tendency to 
avoid candor. It brings out the negative 
side of Libran qualities for the Sun 
is also involved. 

: There is a tendency for the mind to 
wander at the very time it should func- 
tion. At the same time the positive em- 
phasis here gives her an urge to get on 
in the world and make a name for her- 
self. This inclination is again found in 
the Cardinal Cross on the angles and 
the emphasis of planets in the South-East 
quadrant. She will respond to social de- 
velopment in one form or another, per- 
haps in music or the fine arts. The 
grouping of the planets within a trine 
aspect gives much confusion as she is 
not quite clear within herself what others 
demand of her, nor what she can expect 
from them. She is likely to manage to 
get along with them all right until some 
form of cruelty is éxpressed, then out 
of the clear sky everything goes wrong 
and she gives way to a quick temper and 
impulsive actions. It is at this time she,

The Need for Others 

This little Libra child needs others. 
She does not feel she is strong enough 
to face the world alone. Just a steady 
hand and word of encouragement is all 
that is required, then she will have more 
faith and confidence in herself and others. 

Venus, ruler of Libra, 1s found in 
Virgo, hence in its fall, This causes this 
child to be uncertain and critical of her- 
self and her love of beauty and music. 
It is an influence that may have some 
effect on her thyroid, since Venus also 
rules Taurus, representing the throat. 
However, there is nothing else in the 
chart that brings out that tendency. 
Venus in Virgo has some connection with 
the veins and nervous system since Mer- 
cury is the ruler of this sign, hence she 
actually ties herself up in knots when 
she is nervous. She should have lessons 
in relaxation that comes when she listens 
to good music or watches T.V. and some 
lovely play. A horrible murderous play 
will create a nervous spasm and cause 
her to flunk her lessons for it remains 
in her mind a very long time. 

Venus in this sign creates a coolness 
towards love. She may find it difficult to 
know the difference between love and 
sentiment. This must be developed in her 
through the expression and demonstra- 
tion of others. It should be explained to 
her through proper reading and love 
stories for it gives the inclination to be 
right and fair to others, with a deep 
sense of propriety. This places her affec- 
tion and love on a mental basis rather 
than emotional. She expects herself and 
others to be good, right, just and reason- 
able. Her morals are high and lawful. 
Hence she may have many friends but 
if they do not come up to her standard 
she lets them go. This tendency is fur- 
ther shown in the aspect of Venus ad- 
verse Uranus, representing friends. 

The mother writes: “At home she is 
the last one to start and finish everything 
and in times of stress and great family 
need she either refuses or can’t cooper- 
ate—I don’t know which it is. She is a 
good looking child but her petulence is 
showing and family and friends are 
noticing it more and more. I've tried my 
best to see that each one of my children 
share alike. My patience is sorely tried 
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many times because she’s sneaky and 
sly and doesn’t always tell the truth. 
Please tell what I’m doing wrong.” 

We feel we have uncovered many 
hints and ideas the mother can use in 
helping her child and if she has been 
doing wrong she can find what it is in 
the analysis. The child’s “petulence” is 
found through Venus in the sign of 
Virgo since she .can become irritated 
over small inconsequential things, as has 
been explained. This faults can be cor- 
rected when she learns, or is taught to 
overcome that feeling of hopelessness she 
has concerning the attitude of others. 
She becomes deep rooted in “self-pity” 
because she cannot see or understand 
the injustice of others. 

The moon represents J. L.’s mother as 
the sign of Cancer is on the midheaven 
of her chart and the Moon rules this 
sign. It is customary to recognize the 
moon as representing the mother in any 
case. Here we find the Moon in the sign 
of Leo and the last degrees of the sign. 
This is the signal for the mother to avoid 
being too dictatorial in her attitude to her 
child. It is clear to see this is not the 
way to correct J. L. since we have cov- 
ered this point, but,the moon in this sign 
is helpful to the mother for she can 
give J. L. a pattern to follow, that is, she 
can awaken an interest in anything, or 
any subject that will touch J. L.’s heart 
and then it will make an impression on 
her mind, for unless her heart is in some 
way involved she does not apprehend 
very well and the task becomes drudgery 
and is useless.

Her planet Saturn, representing her 
father, is in a masculine sign and Venus, 
representing her mother; is in a feminine 
sign, indicating they both have much the

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same influence over her. 

She has no planets in the Water tripli- 
cities, showing the lack of an emotional 
urge to protect others, or even herself, 
She leterally withdraws from responsi- 
bility when she does not care. Her 
mother has many planets in the negative 
signs and is aware of this lack in her- 
child so can give her some good sug- 
gestions along this line. 

Mother's Chart 

In this chart we find the sign of Scor- 
pio rising together with planets Jupiter, 
Mercury, the Sun and the South Node. 
Scorpio is physically the most magnetic 
sign in the Zodiac. There seems to be a 
forceful tendency in the nature that is 
determined to find out nature’s laws and 
work through them. There is a micro- 
scopic vision that seems to go deeply 
into things, and especially the weakness 
of others. We find many nurses and doc- 
tors in this sign. The surgeons will open 
wounds without wincing and expect the 
patient to do the same—for the necessity 
to heal is the only thought, So it is that 
this mother is trying to search deeply 
within her child’s nature to help her. 

Her inability to get results that causes 
frustration is found through the aspect 
of her Moon in Pisces forming a square 
aspect to J. L.’s Saturn and an opposition 
aspect to her Mercury.

To Marry or Not? 
Dear Miss Starr: 

To marry him or not—that is indeed 
the question. To be sure, | should at my 
age be able to make up my mind; but this 
has been going on for years! Perhaps 
astrology can help to straighten out some 
of the psychological tangles involved. 

I was born June 13, 1909, about 11 
A.M., 87 W., 39 N. 

On August 27, 1929, I answered a 
helpwanted advertisement, meeting in the 
store involved an assistant manager 
whom I had seen several times before 
when shopping there, and had for some 
reason particularly noticed. Although 
the job was uppermost in my mind, per- 
haps strange things were at work, as 
upon our actual meeting the attraction 
was instantaneous and mutual.

It was heartbreaking to go so far. away 
from this man, but the situation seemed 
stalemated, especially since the depres- 
sion had set in to make our financial 
Status insecure, 







We kept writing. I met other men, 
many of whom would attract me until 
they began to grow serious. Several 
proposed. But always at this point I 
would seem to belong too much to the 
one at a distance to accept. 

Late in January, 1940, he died. Some- 
thing of myself seemed to go with him. 
The men around me didn’t matter. Yet 
I seemed to attract them more than ever 
before. 

One in particular, born in Vienna, 
Sept. 30, 1902, paid persistent attention 
from the time we first met in Jan. 1942.

My mother, who, though not dependent 
upon me financially at present, has lived 
with me since July 1946, is naturally not 
too enthusiastic about my marriage to 
anyone. Am I influenced by her more 
than I realize? 

Gemini. 
ANSWER: Virgo rising, with Mars 
in Pisces on the cusp of your seventh 
house of marriage, opposition to Jupiter 
in Virgo just above your Ascendant, and 
Neptune’s rulership of your seventh 
house, are the astrological indicators of 
delay to the actual consummation of 
marriage.

Your chart’s ruler, Mercury, is elevated 
in Gemini in your tenth house, conjunct 
your Sun, sextile your Moon and Saturn 
in Aries in your eighth. This latter con- 
junction shows your natural trend toward 
a man older, and material circumstance 
on the part of your prospective partner 
have no doubt had a great deal to do with 
delaying marriage. 

I shall not consider your chart in rela- 
tion to the man who is gone, for it is 
better that you turn your back resolutely 
upon the past. (Uranus, making all 
things new, has recently transited over 
your Venus in Cancer and is on your 
Neptune this year.) The contacts between 
your chart and the Libra man, born in 
1902, are as follows: 

This man has Moon conjunct Venus in 
Virgo, the sign that holds your Jupiter, 
and your Ascending sign. This is a 
favorable and elevating contact for you, 
and should tend to uplift your spirits in 
many ways, to make you forget the past, 
indicated by your Moon conjunct Saturn 
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in your eighth house. Your Uranus in 
your fifth house falls on his Saturn in 
Capricorn. This gives you the “edge” 
over him in any competitive sense. Your 
Venus in Cancer is conjunct his Neptune, 
stimulating the idealistic yearnings, in 
both your natures, for that which is, in 
an earthly sense, unattainable in this life.

Your progressed Venus in Leo in the 
sign of this man’s Mars in Leo indicates 
attraction of the magnetic kind, as does 
his progressed Mars passing from your 
Jupiter in Virgo to his Venus. 

At the present time your progressed 
Moon in Scorpio is forming harmonious 
aspects to your Ascendant and -Jupiter, 
and to your Mars, working off the power 
of the opposition of these planets which 
was in force in your natal chart. It also 
trines your Neptune, ruler of your 
seventh house, therefore it should be a 
good time for you to look deep within 
yourself to find the psychological reasons 
that have kept you single, and to “face 
yourself whole,” as the saying goes. Mar- 
riage is not outside the realm of possi- 
bility, provided you don’t ask too much 
of it. However, as your natal chart is 
not one that actually favors the marriage 
state, you will need to take all this and 
many other factors into consideration, 
before taking the important step.

ANSWER: Uranus is the planet we 
hold responsible for granting our desires, 
only to have them, like the gold of Midas, 
turn disappointing to us. This is the 
planet that asks that we be seffless in our 
wishes. “Be careful of your desire,” says 
Uranus, “for assuredly you will get it.” 
‘In Mrs. M. A.’s chart, Uranus rules 
her eleventh house of hopes, aspirations 
and wishes in life. She has Moon in 
Cancer in her fourth house, and has her 
Sun, with Mercury, in Aries in her 
twelfth house, of so-called “self-un- 
doing.” Her Jupiter and Mars are in 
Taurus in her first house, of the personal 
self, together with Neptune conjunct 
Pluto in Gemini, which latter planets 
are, however, near her second house cusp 
of finances. Uranus is placed in Scorpio 
in her seventh house of associations and 
partnerships, showing the Uranian na- 
ture of her marriage, and how it fell short 
of her ideal. (Uranus falls in wide op- 
position to Jupiter and Mars in the first.) 

Venus has just progressed over Nep- 
tune in Gemini, and has yet to contact 
progressed Neptune in Mrs. M. A.’s chart.

To list the presidents with grand trines 
involving the Sun-sign ruler, they are, 
as follows: Washington, Jefferson, Madi- 
son, Jackson, W. H. Harrison and 
Arthur. Washington, Jefferson and Jack- 
son are generally conceded to be among 
the most outstanding of our presidents. 
Madison is usually held to have been 
one of our great lawmakers, but a com- 
paratively weak executive.

would like nothing better just now than 


to negotiate some lucrative trade agree- 
ment with us and other outside countries. 


The problem of tariffs, however, clouds 
the picture, indicated by the lunation 
Mercury in opposition to the Mercury of 
the Independence chart. Chile could suffer 
shipping losses from destructive storms 
this month. Large shipments of fertilizer, 
for which she has a steady and profitable 
world market, will leave her ports this 
month. 

For the other nations of South Amer- 
ica generally; present transits are not 
making too many serious aspects to the 
several independence charts, but there 
will likely be seismic disturbances in 
various places, and financial problems to 
be worked out, in most of them. .

And 
subversive plotting here, too, brews be- 
hind the scenes . . . to blight another 
Eden.
